The Sixtieth Annual Encampment of the Department of Massachusetts, Grand 
Army of the Republic, met in Faneuil Hall on Tuesday, April 6th, in accordance 
with General Orders of the Department. 

Guard duty was performed by a detail from James A. Perkins Post 156 of. 
Everett. Officer of the Day, Henri Batchelder; Officer of the Guard, George A. 
Parsons, assisted by the following named comrades, John Nicholson, Peter Munroe, 
Moses Keller, John Shattuck. 

The presiding officer and suite were escorted to the rostrum with due formality. 
Assistant Adjutant General Wetherbee opened the convention shortly after 10 
A.M. and tendered a new gavel to Commander Henry N. Comey.

The loss by death of 437 shows that 14 per cent of our soplgaa of last 
year passed over the dark river into the Camping Ground above. The list of 
Past Department Commanders was depleted by the death of our beloved Com- 
mander William L. Gage, who passed on May 12, and Comrade Daniel E.

Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: ‘‘While you are all here I want to 
say a word regarding our Home at Newtonville. The Commander has given 
you his opinion of it, and I know that many of you have the same opinion. We 
are getting along splendidly — full all the time. We have laid away two of our 
Comrades within the last few months, but we have a waiting-list of 20; and we 
could fill up a house of twice the size of the Home if we had the money to do it 
with; but we have not got it and do not expect to have it. 

“The Posts have responded to my last report in a handsome manner, and the | 
Directors of the Home appreciate it. There are Posts that have not given us 
anything, and if representatives of those Posts would only go out and see the 
place, I know they would return home sufficiently impressed to induce their Posts 
to give us something. It is a magnificent Home with everybody happy in it, 
and we are doing all we can to make the last days of those people comfortable; 
I trust the comrades of the Posts that have not contributed will think it over. 
You and your wife may have to go there some day; the woman who gave the 
first dollar for the support of that Home when it was organized had to come to 
it a few years ago, because she lost what little money she had; and she lived there 
until her death, and was happy and fortunate to have that place to go to. 

“We have a good Home, but have to depend on the bounty of this and our 
allied organizations. Most of the Posts are doing well for its support. I trust 
you will remember it, especially those who have not contributed — try to give us 
something. I assure you that every cent will be used for the benefit of the Home; 
ae is not an officer that receives a dollar; everything contributed goes to the 

ome. 

“The board of directors consists of five Past Department Commanders, three 
members of the Women’s Relief Corps, two members of the Daughters, one of 
the Ladies of the G. A. R. and two of the Sons. Besides these, the presiding 
officer of each of our allied orders is a member ez officio of the board of directors, 

“T will simply leave the matter there; you have a cordial invitation — to ride 
out there and see the Home for yourselves, and see what a happy crowd we have 
there. It is not an ‘Institution’; it isa Home. There are no rules to bind them 
down, other than what there have to be in any similar place. They can go away 
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at any time by asking. We simply do not expect that they will go out without 


letting us know.” 

Commander: ‘Think of what that little woman does — with that fron will. 
She has to take the place of a matron and clean up, ofttimes, after the comrades. 
Think of that woman there giving her life under those conditions. She does it 
right along, and I admire her for it — she carries out everything so quietly and 
efficiently; looking after much of the correspondence, and even taking the place of 
a gir! at table, or doing anything that is needed. So I say, — let’s support her.” 

P. C. Horace Goodwin, Post 16: ‘“‘The Soldiers Home in Massachusetts Com- 
rade Bradley and myself serve on the Board of Trustees. My last inspection was 
this morning; I came from my home in the western part of the state last night 
for the purpose of going there and seeing how the institution was being carried 
on. And I wish, comrades, you could have gone there and made the inspection 
with me. It should be the pride of the soldier of Massachusetts for men who are 
enfeebled and decrepit. Our hospital is full of old soldiers. If you could go there 
and hear the words of satisfaction from those men being cared for by the U. 8. 
government and State of Massachusetts, you would be impressed. 

“Tf there is anything a comrade of the Grand Army prides himself on it is his 
character and dignity and manhood; and I can point to comrades over there, — 
calm, peaceful, resourceful, even to their last limit — and going down the western 
slope of life as real men. I know your age precludes you from getting over there 


easily, but, if you have an automobile, drive over to the Soldiers Home and see ~ 


Commandant Parker. 

“The young men of our Board, according to the charter of the Soldiers Home 
in Mass., have come from all directions: we have a president there from the 26th 
Division of the World War, and others ‘of the same. And I want to say to you, 
Comrades, that if God ever ordained that men should live and die for their coun- 
try; if it is a part of the great day of revelation, it means this: ‘If you have done 
it to the least of one of these, my brethren, you have done it unto Me.’ And 
so in the name of the Great Teacher of mankind, who said those words, go over 
and see what the State of Massachusetts and the United States are doing for their 
veteran soldiers.” 

Past Commander Knowles, Post 36: “‘ Your committee on Commander’s Address 
is ready to make its report.” 

Commander: ‘‘We will listen to your report.” 

Comrade Knowles: ‘Your committee appointed to report on the Commander’s 
Address states that we have examined the same and find it satisfactory to this 
Committee, and we therefore recommend its adoption. Report signed by Com- 
rades Knowles, Ames and Rackliffe.”’ 

Senior Vice-Commander Brown: ‘You have heard the report of the Committee 
on Commander’s Address. What is your pleasure?” 

(Moved and seconded it be accepted — and so voted.) 

Commander: “‘ What other business is there to come before us at this time?” 

Junior Vice-Commander Monk: “I would make the motion that a message 
of sympathy be sent from this Encampment to Comrade Pierson of Post 87, 
who has been confined to his house for over four months, and I very much doubt 
if he gets out again. I think it would be a matter of gracious courtesy to send 
such a message.” 

Comrade Wade of Post 13: ‘Being a comrade in the same Company and Regi- 
ment, I rise to second that motion. I tell you it touches the heart to know that 
in this good old Cradle of Liberty, the comrades can send Comrade Pierson a 
letter of sympathy, even, when we are here enjoying these privileges.” 

[The motion put to vote and carried. On motion, duly seconded, ey session 
for the morning was adjourned to 1.30 P.M.] 


AFTERNOON Szssion, April 6, 1926. 


Commander: ‘‘The Comrades will come to order. Now, are you ready for 
business? — what have you for our next consideration?” 

Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: ‘I make the motion that we proceed 
to the election of officers.”” [This motion was seconded and carried.] 
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Commander: “Bring in your nominations for Department Commander.” - 

Comrade Flynn of Post 26: ‘‘A resolution was laid on the table at the last 
Department Encampment which is to come up today, and I move that that reso- 
lution be taken from the table. It was a resolution that had reference to using 
the funds of the Department for paying the expenses of the members to and 
from the Encampment at Grand Rapids, and it was laid on the table for action 
today. It was not referred to any committee, but should be acted on here today.” 

Commander: ‘What is the question? — You say there is a resolution that was 
referred to this Encampment? What is the resolution that was laid on the table?”’ 

Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: ‘“‘Commander, the resolution was a 
recommendation from then Commander Ham in his address which I will read to 
you. Comrade Flynn said last year, —‘I have been to several banquets and 
conventions and have always paid my own way, and in order to settle this argu- 
ment here and now I move that this whole subject be laid on the table until the 
next Department Encampment.’ And it is so voted. 

‘“ T will read the recommendation in Commander’s Address — ‘I recommend that 
a sufficient sum be appropriated to maintain Department Headquarters at the 
National Encampment to be held at Grand Rapids, Michigan, during the week 
beginning August 30, 1925. I further recommend that a sufficient sum be appro- 
priated to pay the expenses for all the delegates to and from the Encampment 
at Grand Rapids.’ That was the recommendation which, on Comrade Flynn’s 
motion, was laid on the table until this meeting. 

“Now, I understand there is a resolution coming in here today of the same 
purport; and if so, they can both be taken up together, as it would be one thing.” 

Comrade Flynn: “‘ Have you taken this resolution from the table to act on it?” 

Commander: ‘It is up to you; but if there is to be another to come in, we can 
act on both at the same time.” 

Comrade Flynn: ‘‘It sort of places me in an embarrassing position, as I am a 
member of the Committee on Resolutions to report, and I know something about 
that resolution; but I can guarantee that the report on that resolution will not 
interfere with the recommendations made and presented by Past Commander 
Ham at the last Encampment, which should be acted on today.” 

Commander: “‘ You hear Comrade Flynn’s remarks, and what shall we do with 
this recommendation?” 

Past Commander Ham: “I don’t think there is anything in any resolution 
coming in here today that has any connection with the motion of Comrade Flynn. 
And while on my feet I want to make an announcement of another matter, which 
I am sure will give joy to every heart here. 

“We lost the ladies (Army Nurses), — we went to the Hotel Bellevue and they 
were not there. It was stated that they had gone out. But while in front of 
the hotel I met a friend of mine who had a dispatch direct from Washington, and 
he asked me to convey the news to this convention, — that the Civil War Veterans, 
bill had unanimously passed the House of Representatives. I hope that I can 
always bring you as good news as that. 

“T don’t think President Coolidge will veto that bill if it is passed by the Senate 
as it has been by the House. I had an interview with his private secretary here 
in Boston, and he intimated that he (the President) would not veto any bill for 
Civil War Veterans.”’ 

[It developed later in the convention that this piece of news was premature. 
The bill that had passed the House was the increase of pensions to Spanish War 
Veterans. | 

“There is not an organization in the City of Boston today but what pays its 
delegates to their conventions. Even the Sons of Veterans pay their delegation, 
but we old men who have only a short time to live — we want to hoard up money — 
tear down our barns and build bigger, not knowing that within a few years our | 
souls will be required of us. 

“And I want to say that notwithstanding the prophecies of some — that I have 
been in the insurance business for over 20 years, and I tell you that five years 
from today there will be but a very few members of the Grand Army of the Republic 
alive. 


” 
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“But while we are here, I think we should have means of enjoyment, and any- | 
thing that provides that for us will relieve the stress and strain of life, and ought 
to be adopted by this encampment, and I move you the adoption of the recom- 
mendation which I made last year.’ 

Commander: ‘‘ You hear the motion. Which is seconded. Is there any more 
discussion on the question?”’ 

Comrade Flynn: ‘‘ We have got some money in the treasury of the Department 
of Massachusetts. I am not looking for any of it and I don’t want any of it; 
but last year I attended the Encampment at Grand Rapids, and we made a horrible 
appearance in the line. Why?— Because we would not spend any money to 
make a better show on the parade at Grand Rapids. The Assistant Adjutant- 
General was not with us on that parade; probably if he had been with us it might 
have been a little better; but what we lacked on that parade was music; even a 
drum and fife would have helped us out. It was almost impossible for the old 
comrades on that parade to keep in step; the Department Commander was danc- 
ing a jig all over the street; I could see him change his step every few minutes, 
because he could not keep step. 

“Now, why can’t we spend some of this money at the Encampment for the 
benefit of the Department of Massachusetts? Why hold it? Spend it for us 
old fellows — hire a band for Des Moines — have the Assistant Adjutant-General 
telegraph on, and see that we have music on that parade and at future National 
Encampments. 

‘‘ As far as I am concerned in regard to paying railroad fares out of the funds of 
the Department, I care little whether the resolution passes or not to that effect, 
but there are comrades here who would like to go to the National Encampment 
but cannot afford to pay the fare; and there is a good deal of gray matter in those 
old heads, and if they had the opportunity they could show in the encampment 
what they are made of; and if this Department makes an appropriation for ex- 
penses to the National Encampment, I am in favor of that recommendation.” 

Commander: “I have been told that music was engaged for the Encampment 
at Grand Rapids. Can anybody tell us about it? —” 

Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: ‘‘It was understood that we were to 
have music, — a drum and fife, but I was not able to be with the Department’ at 
all times, on account of the office I had been honored with as Senior Vice-Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and consequently I had not seen the musicians, who were ex- 
pected to be with us. I found out afterwards that they had not left Boston; 
our old drummer that we had marched behind with so much pleasure was taken 
sick, so at the last moment he was unable to go. A few days before, he was all 
right, and I understood we were to have music. 

“T know the parade was very bad. The music was more like a funeral march 
than for a parade, averaging not more than 24 steps to the minute; it was hard. 
So far as getting a band, I am most heartily in favor of either a band or drum 
corps, as is thought best, but that does not come within the matter now before 
the Encampment. In fact, that matter has not been taken from the table, so 
I do not know whether I should say anything until it is before you; but when 
taken from the table I should like to say something.”’ 

Past Commander Ham: “I move that that be taken from the table, and the 
motion I made, seconded by Comrade Flynn, be placed before the house.” [This 
motion was put to vote and carried.] 

Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: ‘‘ Now, I would like to say a few words, 
because I am heartily opposed to the motion. 

‘We have in this Department $12,000, and if this motion prevails you will 
pay out $1,900 of it this year for fares for the boys to Des Moines.’ Some of 
our Comrades are ‘crying baby’ over the prediction that the Grand Army is 
not going to last but four, possibly five years. I don’t know where they get their 
figures; they certainly do not get them at Headquarters. But I will say to you, 
that if the deaths average in the years to come as they have in the past number 
of years, in six years from now we shall have a Department here in Massachusetts 
larger than the Department of New Hampshire at the present time. I predict . 
that in 5 or 6 years we shall have a thousand members living in this Depart 
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We shall have nearly twice as many as the Department of Vermont has at the 
present time. 

“Now, as to this recommendation of Past Commander Ham —I may speak 
harshly, but there is no feeling; we are good friends —I have not the slightest 
feeling when I say that Comrade Ham had not the slightest idea, when this thought 
came to him, of paying one cent out of Department funds for the delegates to the 
National Encampment — he will agree with me. He came to me at Headquarters 
last year and said he was going to recommend in his address that the Department 
should pay the expenses of the Past Department Commanders, and that was all. I 
told him that he would get himself into hot water very quickly if he took any such 
step as that; and that if he was going to pay anybody’s he should pay for the 
delegates as well, and he hemmed and hawed for a minute, and then thought 
it was a pretty good idea. 

“Now, Comrades, what is a Past Department Commander? He is just the 
same as the humblest comrade that sits on this floor. After he has been elected 
Commander, and served his time, he goes back into the ranks, and takes his place 
with no rights other than those enjoyed by every comrade. Having served a 
year as Commander does confer upon him the privilege of being a life member 
of the National Encampment. 

“Thirty or forty years ago this Department was rent almost in twain by a 
fight in regard to a ‘House of Lords,’ and for years our meetings were in a regular 
uproar on that question. I tell you if you pass this rule, you are going to create 
just such a House of Lords. 

“Tt-is the privilege of these ‘men to go if they wish to, but are you going to pay 
their expenses —- when there are a lot of boys on the floor who cannot get their 
expenses paid? I don’t think that is square, boys, and I am going to leave it to 
you to say whether it is or not. 

“We were told the other day at Waltham that the average age now is 83, and 
that the Comrades were getting so old they would soon have to give up. There 
were 60 in that hall, and before these comrades could sit down there were three 
men saying — ‘I am 90’ — ‘I am 91’ — ‘I am 92’ — and ‘I am going to live a 
good many years yet.’ Our boys are not going to die half as fast as these calamity- 
howlers say, who look on the dark side. I have been brought up to look on the. 
bright side, and I thank God for it. Six years from now I believe there will be 
those of you who will say I am correct when I predict we shall have 900 to 1,000 
living members in this Department at that time. 

“T never was in the insurance business, but I want to say that if I am any judge 
of Grand Army life, and I have seen quite a little of it, I believe we are going 
to have an organization of the Department of Massachusetts G. A. R. for more 
than four years — and more than six years. 

“Now the question comes are you going to spend all this money within the 
limits of a few years; or, as we are talking now, shall we pay the bills of delegates 
going to encampments and let the future care for itself? There are many of our 
comrades who go every year, not as delegates but as Comrades because they want 
to pe at the Encampment; they are willing to pay their own expenses and want 
to do it. 

“That has been the situation, I believe, for 60 years; Comrades have been going 
and will go just the same. I don’t think we can afford to lower our treasury at 
the rate that this recommendation would mean; — it will mean $1,900, as I say, 
for this year. But there is another way in which we can help every comrade of 
every Post, and which I would be willing to agree to. 

“T do believe that this money should not be spent to pay the expenses of Past 
Department Commanders. We look upon the delegate, after he has been ap- 
pointed, as obliged to go, but at the same time the Past Department Commanders 
can do as they please, for they figure no more than you comrades sitting there 
in the back seat.’ . 

A Comrade: ‘‘ The question before us is not to pay the fares of Past Department 
Commanders.”’ 

Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: ‘‘I don’t believe there is a business 
man on the floor, if he has got $5,000 or $10,000, who is going to spend it foolishly. 
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We have got to run this Department for a number of years, and we have got to 
provide for it.”’ 

Comrade Flynn: “I was absent at the last Encampment, being on a detail 
sent over to the Sons of Veterans, and during the absence of Comrades Knowles, 
Gilbert and myself the Women’s Relief Corps came in here and presented this 
Department with $600, as I am informed, towards paying the expenses of delegates 
to the National Encampment. Now, what has become of that $600? 

“T understand the Council of Administration took it into their hands and 
turned it over to the funds of the Department. Is that correct?” 

Commander: “‘I think so.” 

Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: “That is open to a little explanation. 
That money came to us because Past Commander Ham went to those organi- 
zations and asked them to give us some money for that purpose; and when it was 
brought up I didn’t like the idea of his taking any such attitude of putting the 
Grand Army in the light of going around and begging money. ‘The matter was 
referred to the incoming Council of Administration. Comrade Ham appeared 
before the Council and demanded the money contributed be returned to the 
organization donating it, claiming it had been given for a special purpose. In 
compliance with the vote of the Council, the Adjutant-General wrote asking if 
there was a string attached to the amount, and if so whether they desired the 
money returned to them; and in both instances they stated that there was no 
string, and wanted us to keep the money and put it into our general fund.” 

Past Commander Ham: ‘“‘Some of these statements are correct. When he 
stated he was the one that suggested that these delegates’ fare be paid to the 
National Encampment — to me, and that I recommended it here, he was correct; 
that is true. But when he makes the statement in relation to the return of the 
money, I asked the Council to return it. 

“Now then, the blue-book from our National Encampment states plainly that 
any money contributed for a specific purpose shall be used for that purpose; and 
when the Adjutant-General and Council of Administration turned that into 
treasury funds they violated the constitution of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
— its mandates as coming from the general session. Then again, there is another 
matter I had in my mind to discuss. That is in relation to the $12,000 that there 
is in our Department, and in relation to — as he says, — to my going to various 
members of the auxiliary organizations and asking them to contribute to the 
Department. That is true, but why did Ido that? The year before, there wasn’t 
a single dollar that came into this Department from the Women’s Relief Corps, 
and they told me that as long as we had $12,000 in the treasury they didn’t think 
it their duty to give us any money. And that is why I asked them to contribute, 
as I did other organizations, for a specific purpose. And if we had one they would 
contribute to it; but if we didn’t they wouldn’t contribute a dollar. And that 
is where our friend makes one mistake; he did not tell it all, and I am giving you 
the facts in the case. 

“Now, then, you don’t know the whole story yet. We have $12,000 in the 
treasury, but we have $5,000 in the hands of the Sons of Veterans, and it is stipu- 
lated in the raising of that money by the Sons of Veterans that it shall never be 
used for any other purpose than for the benefit of the G. A. R. 

“Now, that was the foundation of that amount of money now laid in the hands 
of the Sons of Veterans, and they say that when we ask for any amount of that 
money we will receive it from them. So, at our command, there is lying $17,000. 
And our friend is hopeful of a long life for the organization, and I hope so too, 
as long as we can be of use to our fellowmen; but let me call attention to one fact, 
that during the past year 460 of our comrades have fallen by the wayside — ” 

Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: “‘437, — to be exact.” 

Past Commander Ham: ‘‘We are 83 years old, on the average, and who can 
say that the percentage from 83 to 87 will not be greater than it was last year? 
Now we have 2,667 members, and in my Post meetings we cannot muster over 
9 today. Tell me,—din three years from now how many of those men at 87 
or 88 will be able to come here? In three years from today the number will be 
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small; they are smaller than they were three years ago; there are not over 300 in 
this hall today; time has been when there would be 600. 

“Of the delegation that went to Grand Rapids, I wan tto say that there were 
but three of the Past Commanders, — Comrades Clark, Wetherbee and myself.’ 

Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: “‘I want to say that those statements 
I made regarding the donations of money are in black and white in the records 
on Beacon Hill. 

“He says we have $17,000, and $5,000 of it held by the Sons of Veterans. They 
have been holding that money. They have not even made a proffer of it to the 
G. A. R. The other organizations have been giving us money right along. 

“Now, I don’t believe in begging from other institutions for the Grand Army 
as long as we have $12,000 in our treasury. There were 437 died this year, and 
last year there were 495; the year before 500; the deaths have been running 50 
to 60 less each year, for as the members decrease the mortality decreases because 
there are not so many to die. Next year the chances are, if the ratio continues, 
that there won’t be more than 300 deaths in this organization.” 

Past Commander Ham: ‘‘ Wasn’t that up to the 1st of January?” 

_ Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: ‘Yes, the figures are all taken from the 
same date; so that part of it does not come into account at all. It is a question 
whether or not you feel that you ought to pay $1,900 a year out of the treasury, 
and work it out that way; and I want to say right here that a Resolution coming 
in here today will take out $1,042 more. And next year our income will be $2,000 
less than it has been this year; so you can see pretty nearly where you are 
coming out in two or three years — you won’t have a cent! 

““Now, think of these things and see if you want to spend $1,900 to send Com- 
rades to the National convention. I am a little better acquainted with affairs 
at Headquarters than most of you, and I want you to know what they are; and 
so far as expenses are concerned, we are laboring all we can to keep them down 
_ in order that the money you have now shall last us for absolutely necessary ex- 
penses as long as the Grand Army is likely to exist.” 

Comrade Brackett of Post 5: ‘It seems to me you are establishing a precedent 
in paying these expenses; you are making a privileged class, and everyone will be 
struggling to get into that class, and those who don’t get in will be jealous of 
those who do go, and that will make it very unpleasant here in our organization. 
Now, I have been told by one of the Committee that I have been recommended 
as a delegate to Des Moines, and I am willing to pay my own expenses.” 

Comrade Lincoln of Post 125: “‘I think we have talked long enough on this 
matter and that the convention knows what it wants to do. Therefore, I move 
the Previous Question.” 

Commander: ‘“‘You hear the motion of Comrade Lincoln. All in favor of it 
please signify by a rising vote. The question is shall the Previous Question 
prevail. All those in favor say Aye. [The motion passed with only one vote 
in -) Steahatie Now shall we adopt this Recommendation that has been dis- 
cussed? 

Comrade Bradley of Post 2: ‘‘Several have come in since the recommendation 
was read, and I think, if we want to vote intelligently, we all should know what 
we are voting on.” 

Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: ‘I will read it. Commander Ham in 
his address recommended as follows: ‘I further recommend that a sufficient sum 
be appropriated to pay for all the delegates to and from the Encampment at 
Grand Rapids.’ 

“That was entirely out of order. I think we all are big enough to understand 
this means — pay to Des Moines.” 

Past Commander Ham: ‘‘ And also recommended by your present Commander.” 

Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: ‘“‘Our present Commander says: ‘I 
recommend also that a sufficient sum be appropriated to maintain Department 
Headquarters and of the Department Commander and of the Assistant Adjutant- 
General at the National Encampment to be held in Des Moines, Iowa, during 
the week commencing September 19, 1926.’ 
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“Nothing about any delegates or anything else. So that is what we are voting, 
Those who vote ‘Yes’ vote to pay the expenses of delegates, and that includes 
all that go as delegates to the Encampment. ‘Those who vote ‘No’ vote that it 
shall not be done.” 

Past Commander Bradley: ‘‘That would not include Past Department Com- 
manders, as they are not delegates.” 

Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: ‘They are reckoned so here.” 

Past Commander Bradley: ‘‘I think we are mixing this thing up, —a man 
might believe he voted to pay delegate expenses, as it has been argued here that 
some of those who would like to go could not go. 
~ “T would not include the Past Commanders; it seems to me that should be 
separated in some way, so that we can vote a certain way. A business man may 
be willing to do a certain thing, but not willing to lug in something else. There 
are 13 Past Department Commanders, and I suppose not more than half of them 
would go.” | 

Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: ‘‘Every one would go if you pay his 
expenses.” 

Past Commander Bradley: ‘‘I would never think of going to a National En- 
campment without paying my own expenses, as I have done all through my 
connection with the Grand Army from the time I joined it up to the present 
time, and have never taken one copper — ” 

Comrade Lincoln: ‘‘You have got to put the Previous Question, Mr. Com- 
mander.”’ 

Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: ‘‘The Previous Question is, shall the 
expense represented by ‘I further recommend that a sufficient sum be appro- 
priated to pay for all the delegates to and from the Encampment at Grand Rapids’ 
. be incurred?’ 

Commander: “‘ All those in favor of that question.’ [It is not a vote.] 

Past Commander Ham: “‘I doubt the vote and call for a rising vote.” | 

Commander: “The vote is doubted. All those in favor of that recommendation 
will please rise and stand in their places to be counted. [Only five or six rise, and 
Comrade Ham indicated that he was satisfied.| It is not a vote. Now, what is 
the next thing to come before this convention?”’ 

Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: ‘‘I move that we proceed to the election 
of officers.”’ 

Commander: “‘Is the Committee on Credentials ready to report?” 

Comrade Dearborn: ‘‘We made the number present this forenoon 329.” 
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Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: ‘‘When General Orders went out last 
August in letters three times the size of the rest of the Order it said, — ‘The 
adjutant will send in the names of all present living Past Post Commanders.’ 
About one-third sent them in, and we have had more trouble — and today have 
had to fill out many where the adjutant did not send in. We cannot send them 
out unless the adjutants send them in, and we want the Commanders to see that 
the adjutants do their duty.” 

Past Commander Geo. W. Pratt: [Reporting as Chairman of Committee on 
Resolutions.] “Resolved, that the Massachusetts Grand Army of the Republic, 
in convention assembled, ‘do hereby endorse Senate Bill 3646, and earnestly urge 
its adoption by the Congress of the United States. And resolved, that a copy of 
this Resolution be sent to the Senator and Representatives from Massachusetts. 
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“Your committee recommends the adoption of this resolution. (Signed) 
George W. Pratt, Edward L. Lincoln, James F. Flynn, — Committee. I will 
read the Bill: 


“SA Bill granting Pensions to Certain Blind Children over the Age of Sixteen Years, 
and for Other Purposes. 


“Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled. 


“That from and after the passage of this Act the following children, subject to 
the following conditions and limitations, shall be entitled to and shall be paid a 
pension at the rate of $36 per month: 

“ (1) Children who are blind or so nearly blind as to be helpless and who are 
(a) now on the pension roll under any Act of Congress, public or private, in force 
at the time of the passage of this Act, and receiving a less rate than hereinbefore 
provided, or (6) are hereafter placed on such roll under any Act of Congress in 
force at the time of the passage of this Act at a less rate than hereinbefore provided. 

(2) Children who, subsequent to the age of sixteen years, have become blind 
or so nearly blind as to be helpless. 

““* (3) The children described under (1) and (2) shall be those of a person who 
served in the Army, Navy, or Marine Corps of the United States during the Civil ° 
War or the war with Spain, and who (a) served for ninety days or more and was 
honorably discharged from such service, or (6) regardless of the length of such 
service either died in such service or was honorably discharged for a disability 
incurred in such service or in the line of duty.’ ” 

Commander: ‘‘ What shall we do with this?” 

Past Commander Ham: “‘I move that the recommendations of the Committee 
on Resolutions be adopted.” 

[This motion is seconded and earried.] 

Chairman Pratt: “ ‘Resolved, that we will give our undivided support to the 
Constitution of the United States and to its maintenance.’ Your Committee 
recommends the rejection of this resolution, as it is not necessary; for the reason 
that every comrade who wears a Grand Army button or badge has once before 
said on the open Bible that he would honor the Constitution of the United States, 
and would respect its laws. So we think it is unnecessary at this time; while 
we leave it with you, we consider it unnecessary.’ 

Commander: “Shall we adopt this recommendation of our Committee? All in 
favor say Aye.” [It was voted to reject.] 

Chairman Pratt: ‘Resolved, that there shall be no soliciting of money from the 
Posts of the Grand Army of the Republic, or from any member of the G. A. R., 
by any member of the G. A. R. for any purpose whatsoever; and that all officials 
of the G. A. R. shall take due notice and govern themselves accordingly. Your 
Committee recommends its rejection.” 

Past Commander Ham: “Mr. Chairman, I move a suspension of the rules and 
the adoption of this recommendation; and the reason why I do this is because 
there is another Resolution which should have been read previously to this, and 
that is a reason that this is brought forward. 

“T want to say there is over $2,000 taken out of the pockets of the Comrades of 
this Commonwealth that ought to stay in their pockets, and I believe it is radi- 
cally wrong. I am not talking for myself, but I think that you who have borne 
the burdens of the ‘heat of the day’ have borne burdens enough, and ought not 
to be solicited for any amount of money, either in the Posts or as individuals. 

“Now, there is another Resolution I would ask our Committee on Resolutions 
to read before acting on this Resolution.”’ 

Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: ‘I want to call the attention of the 
Comrades to one thing, — if this resolution passes, the Gov. John A. Andrew Home 
will have to close its doors.” 

Past Commander Ham: “That is why I want this Resolution read before you 
have anything to say.” 

Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: ‘I don’t believe, with the exception 
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of Comrade Ham, there is a man in this Hall who is not willing to give what little 
he can for the relief of his comrades and their wives or widows. I am astounded 
that any comrade should rise here to make such a motion as that; he is, in my 
opinion, entirely unworthy the name of ‘Comrade.’ 

““We have a Home out there depending on what you and the allied organizations 
and other friends give. We have a good Home; and now you are going to say we 
shall not be allowed to make an appeal. While it is optional with Posts to con- 
tribute or not, there is not a Post in this Department that cannot raise $5 in the 
course of the year for that Home. Some of them give a good many times more 
than that. 

“But if this resolution prevails, the Gov. John A. Andrew Home will have to. 
close its doors, and put 20 poor people, widows 83, 85 and two or three over 90, 
out on the street.” 

Past Commander Ham: ‘Not at all. I will ask you to refrain from making 
any comments until the comrades hear the resolution I have put forth in relation 
to the John A. Andrew Home.” 

Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: “This is the one before us.’ 

Past Commander Ham: ‘‘T know it is, and you are taking fon! advantage 
when you keep back my resolution.” 

Past Commander Alfred H. Knowles: ‘‘I wish to say that I stand with my 
comrade, the Assistant Adjutant-General on the John A. Andrew Home today, 
tomorrow and forever. It is one of the best institutions of its kind in the United 
States of America today, and I am proud to add that I am one of the officers of it.” 

Past Commander Ham: “Why sit in judgment upon me? I hope Comrade 
Knowles will be consistent and not express his opinions until he hears the Reso- 
lution that I have written in relation to the John A. Andrew Home.” 

Commander: ‘‘ Let us hear that resolution.”’ 

Chairman Pratt: ‘I did not understand that this had any relation to that —” 

Past Commander Ham: “Read that portion of it which relates to the John A. 
Andrew Home.” 

{At this moment the arrival at the outpost of the National Commander was 
announced and with due formality the Senior Vice-Commander-in-Chief is escorted _ 
to the platform. ] 

Comrade Bradley: “Mr. Commander, it gives me great pleasure to introduce 
to you the representative of the Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, who on account of sickness is not able to be here today; but in his 
loyalty to this Department he has sent in his place Senior Vice-Commander-in 
Chief Oscar A. Janes of Detroit, Michigan, to represent him and the Grand Army; 
it gives me great pleasure to introduce to you and through you to the Department 
of Massachusetts, the Senior Vice-Commander-in-Chief Janes.” [Applause.] 

Commander Comey: ‘‘The Department of Massachusetts now gives the national 
see ci appropriate greeting and welcomes him to this old ‘Cradle of 

iberty.’ 


Address of Senior Vice-Commander-in-Chief Oscar A. Janes. 


“Department Commander and Comrades of the Department of Massachusetts 
Grand Army of the Republic: When I came here I asked Comrade Hosley where 
the Encampment was being held, and he said ‘in old Faneuil Hall.’ Yes, I 
remarked, I have known something of old Faneuil Hall; that is the place where 
Liberty was born — the cradle of liberty of the old Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts. And your meeting here ought to give you an inspiration as to the prin- 
ciples of this government in the remembrance of the sacrifices and efforts made 
here, and the blood shed in Boston and vicinity in behalf of a free government. 

“Another reason why I enjoy being with you in your Encampment is that, 
during the historic struggle of the Revolution, where Boston and those in its 
vicinity suffered and fought and bled and died, one of my ancestors was in that 
fearful struggle; and the evidence of that I have from the Adjutant-General of 
your State who has recounted his services, and it was through that that I was 
enabled to unite with the Sons of the American Revolution, because my ancestor 


OF THE DEPARTMENT OF MASSACHUSETTS, G. A. R. to 


was a Massachusetts man and fought for liberty, justice and right, and for the 
independence of this nation. — 

“‘ Again I rejoice in coming here because later, during 1861 to 1865, the regiment 
I belonged to, the 4th Michigan Volunteer Infantry, was brigaded with a Massa- 
chusetts regiment of noble fame for fighting qualities, — that Irish regiment — the 
9th Massachusetts. If we got into trouble with any other organization the 9th 
Massachusetts always came to our aid; and, vice versa, when they got into trouble 
the 4th Michigan went to their assistance. Then later on we were brigaded with 
another Massachusetts regiment, the 32d, but only for the period of one year. 
And so those things were recalled to my mind as I came here to Boston, and the 
associations I enjoyed with those I have named during that terrible struggle for 
the nation’s life. 

“As intimated by your Commander, I bring the regards of the Commander-in- 
Chief, who is at home sick and unable to be here with you, which I regret very 
much also, because you would hear from his lips more than. you will from mine 
of what our great order has been doing this year and is to do; but he has delegated 
meas his representative, and so I am here as the Senior Vice-Commander-in- 
Chief of the Grand Army of the Republic. 

“T see a goodly number here, showing that Massachusetts, where the member- 
ship is diminishing, can at its annual gathering present a good attendance at its 
Encampment, — more than we can get together in Michigan at a Department En- 
campment. Naturally it would be so, for as I look over the heads of this assembly 
I see scarcely one but has got a bald head or gray hairs, indicating that you are 
going on nearer to the end of life; for as the record shows, some 20,000 to 25,000 
are going over the river to join their comrades on the Other Shore each year. 

“You probably noticed by the Commissioner of Pensions report the number 
on the pension roll; they are all there under the law on account of service, and 
that there were 114,696 out of that Army of 2,250,000 which had responded to 
the call of country to save that flag from destruction and these States from dis- 
union. And, as naturally would be expected, when the average age of a survivor 
today is between 82 and 83 years. And so our numbers are beginning to diminish 
rapidly; the Encampments are going to become less and less in numbers and 
membership. From the last report I think 55,000 and some hundreds, — only 
about half of those living today who served in that strife. So it is necessary to 
touch shoulder to shoulder, elbow to elbow, and go forward in the great work 
which the Grand Army of the Republic was destined for, and for which it has 
accomplished so much during the years of its existence. 

“Doubtless you are all interested in the matter of pensions, but I don’t suppose 
the Commander-in-Chief, if here, would give you much encouragement as to the 
present status of pension matters in the Congress. I served last year upon the 
Legislative Committee, and appeared before the committees in the lower House 
and the Senate on pensions, and there discussed for two days the subject matter; 
and while the committees expressed their willingness to present the Grand Army 
Bill to the Senate and the House, yet they discouraged us as to the success of its 
becoming a law. They said, ‘We can pass it in both houses; we have passed it 
twice and we can pass it again, but we are fearful it cannot get by the White 
House; and if we cannot get it by the White House, we cannot pass it over the 
President’s veto.’ And it is because so many Representatives and so many 
Senators have political patronage they would like to have the President favor, 
and anything gets in the way of his wishes they will not serve; so they are prone 
to look after their own skins and let us go. 

“And I would say that it is the same now. Several Civil War pension bills 
have been presented for the comrades, and for their widows. The Legislative 
Committee of the Grand Army appeared before them and had a hearing, and 
they made all sorts of inquiries in regard to it, and many expressed the idea they 
would be very glad to report it out; but has there been a single Civil War pension 
bill reported in either the Senate or the House? I have kept track of it and know 
there has not been a single bill reported yet by the Committee. Congress expects 
to adjourn the middle of next month; the time is getting very short, and I venture 
to say that there will not be any Pension Legislation. 
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“Although the Spanish War Veterans had a bill and very actively got to work, 
and the chairman of the Spanish War Pension Committee in the House intro- 
duced a bill which was approved by the Spanish War encampment, and he reported 
some of it six weeks ago, and yet he was not able to get any action thereon until 
yesterday. Many members of the House criticised him as being chairman why 
he had not got action, but he said, ‘I cannot get it considered.’ The leaders of 
the House, Chillson of Connecticut and Snell of New York, would not consent 
because the rules were that no legislation would be considered unless those men 
would agree that it might have a right of way. He said he would get it as soon as 
they permitted it to be heard; and I see by the press that it was passed by the 
House yesterday. But I predict that if it goes to the Senate it will sleep there — 
that is my prediction. But a Civil War pension bill has not yet been reported. 

““Now, it takes a great deal of force and work to make those fellows down there 
understand that if they are going back to Congress they will have to do something 
for the Veterans, not only of the Spanish but of the Civil War. Why, the Women’s 
Relief Corps has 230,000 or more, the Daughters and Sons of Veterans, and those 
allied with them, have all got a vote, and if those fellows could understand that 
if they don’t stand by what is just and right, — what Abraham Lincoln said — 
‘Care for those who have borne the battles, and for the widows and orphans’ — 
they may hear from them. The Spanish War movement went outside of its 
auxiliaries; they had labor organizations working and sending resolutions; they 
worked. But we have been idle, relying on the fact that the Grand Army of 
the Republic ask for it and, therefore, ought to get it. Unless there are urgent 
requests; unless a strenuous effort is made to impress upon those in authority 
there, not only in the Congress, but in the White House, you will have to wait, 
and pension legislation will necessarily be postponed. 

‘““Of course I know the Executive — the Chief Magistrate of this great scheme 
of commonwealths — but he is so imbued with the idea of reducing the debt of 
the country and practising economy as to lose sight of the men who saved the 
nation and gave it not only to the world, but to make it stand out as the most 
prominent nation of the world in everything that goes to make a government of 
humanity, justice, liberty and right. He does not seem to think of that, and of 
the average age of 82 here, and if anything is ever going to be done for ‘them it 
should be done now, and not postponed until the last one dies. [Applause.] 

MA don’t know how true it is — my brother comrades may know this — but I 
saw it in the press not long ago; that when President Coolidge was Governor of 
this Commonwealth a proposition was presented by your legislature to pay to 
those who went to the World War, and carried the flag and extended its influence 
in behalf of good government, — that when the Bill came to him he gladly signed 
it and said this: ‘I think it is a great honor for Massachusetts to be one of the 
first States to grant the men — the men who put aside their work, their labors, 
and went forth to extend the influence of this country in the Great War; and that 
they should be honored and remembered.’ 

“Tf that was his sentiment then why ought it not to be so now toward the men 
who saved this nation, who saved the country from destruction, and made it 
possible for it to retain the great influence it has on the world today? Why not 
care for those men who have passed beyond four score years of age during the few 
years they yet have to live? [Applause.] So much as to the matter of Pensions, 
and my efforts in the past to aid in securing them. 

‘“‘Now, I trust you will all live another year, and we will see what attention we 
can all give the matter. We have died off so rapidly, both Civil War veterans and 
their widows, that in four years there has been a surplus of over $52,000,000. 
left over, and why not turn it to the benefit of those living instead of letting it 
lie there in the budget or be used for various things? That fifty-two millions of 
dollars thus saved would be all that might be required for the increase to the 
Civil War veterans at $72. a year. 

“T have talked long enough, and you have been patient in listening to me; 
but I want to say this to my comrades and friends: There is work yet to be done, not 
only in the matter of pensions but in respect of the ideals and principles of our 
government — that it shall not be changed subservient to some other ideals. 
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I don’t know how it is here, but in Detroit we have an element seeking to inject 
radicalism, communism, bolshevism, and all those things that tend to the under- 
mining and destruction of our form of government. Watch the situation care- 
fully. Exert your influence; do not let any red flag be displayed in your streets, 
to take the place of the red-white-and-blue, with its white stars, of the flag for 
which you made such sacrifices and gave such service, that it may and should 
become the emblem of glory, of righteousness, and of good government, not only 
to our own people, but to all the nations of the world.” 

eee and cheers as the Senior Vice-Commander-in-Chief concluded his 
address. 

Commander: ‘‘I now have great pleasure in introducing to you Commander- 
in-Chief Edwin C. Ireland of the Sons of Veterans of the Civil War.” 

Commander Ireland: “Mr. Commander, of our parent organization that has 
made possible our existence, and you Comrades who have given so much of your 
service to the United States, that it might be what it is today — and have given 
to us, your sons, a citizenship in this great united country of unlimited oppor- 
tunities — I bring to you the love and felicitations, the heart-beats and patriotic 
desire to emulate you men who brought forth all this out of great dangers — even 
to this present period. 

“And I say to you that this is the voice of nearly 60,000 sons who are banded 
together for more noble principles than those which you have heard expounded 
from time to time. We are banded together for service to you, our parent or- 
ganization; we are banded together for a noble and glorious work; our order is 
dedicated to the memory of the Union Veterans of the Civil War, and when I 
speak thusly I refer particularly to perpetuation of the memory of those com- 
rades of yours who are not as yet recorded in history, or to whom history has 
not as yet given a page. 

“Tt is to the memory of those comrades who gave their all, who on the battle- 
- field shared their sustenance with those less fortunate than themselves, who gave 
to fevered lips the last drop of water in the canteen; it is to the comrade who held 
the wounded soldier in his arms, and whispered in his ears words of consolation 
and cheer as the departing spirit passed through Jordan to the Other Side — to all 
these we pay a tribute here today. And I feel sure if we could gather together 
all these sweet messages they would voice but one great exhortation to the American 
nation today, namely, that of devotion to the memory of every member of the 
Union Army that fought in the Civil War. 

“Our order, as I have already intimated, is at the service of the Grand Army 
of the Republic. We have already been before legislative committees in the Con- 
gress at Washington; my legislative committee is working tooth-and-nail, and 
with equal earnestness, with that of the Grand Army. We hope, even though the 
clouds may seem dark at this time, for the success of the pension legislation we 
are so anxious to have passed. We hope that there may be a silver lining to the 
cloud, and that we may see the glorious sun of success come forth. 

“We feel as your sons that we want to do whatever lies in our power to make 
your declining days peaceful, happy and secure. We trust that this nation, which 
was given a new birth of freedom through you, may ever remain the greatest 
nation on earth. I feel that it would not be inappropriate when speaking of the 
merits o1 our order to quote the words of Henry Ward Beecher, because they seem 
to typify and bring out most forcibly the reasons why our order exists: 

‘““<Oh, tell me not that they are dead, that generous host, — that army of in- 
vincible heroes which hovered as a cloud of horsemen above this nation! 

“Are they dead, but yet speak louder than we can speak? Are they dead, 
but yet could that mouth whisper and inspire the people with more noble motives? 

“«<Fivery mountain and hill shall have its cherished name; every river shall keep 
some solemn title; every valley and every lake shall cherish its honest registry. 
And until the mountains are worn out and the rivers forget to flow; until the clouds 
weary of replenishing the springs, and the springs forget to gush and the rills to 
sing — shall their names be kept fresh with reverent honors which are to be in- 
scribed on the books of national remembrance!’ 

“My order stands for that. I thank you.” [Applause.] 
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Comrade George Hosley: “‘You are busy in your convention, and we have got — 
two-more places to visit before the banquet at the American House, so I hope you 
will permit us to depart without further ceremony.” 

[The national officials retire, followed by a great ovation of applause and cheers.] — 

Commander: “ We will now listen to the remainder of the report of the Committee 
on Resolutions.” 

Past Commander Pratt: ‘‘Comrades, the resolution that I presented to you 
in behalf of the Committee Comrade Ham says should accompany another reso-. ~ 
lution he wishes read to you. We could see no connection with it, so it came to 
us as a separate resolution and we have represented it as such; we could not see 
that it solicited money for any purpose whatever. This resolution I previously. 
read we recommend be rejected: | 

“That there should be no soliciting of money from Posts of the G. A. R. or 
any member of the G. A. R., or any expense attached.to any member of the G. A. R. 
for any purpose whatsoever; and that all officials of the Grand Army of the Republic 
shall take due notice and govern themselves accordingly.’ And on that reso- 
lution we recommend rejection. 

‘Resolved, that this Encampment of the Grand Army of the Republic by 
this act create a commission of four comrades of the G. A. R. and one Son of Veteran 
to hold as trustees the special fund of the G. A. R. created by this act. The chair- 
man of said trustees, the secretary and treasurer, shall give bonds to be paid 
from the special fund. The chairman shall sign all checks drawn by his secre- 
tary, and pay them out as ordered by a majority of the trustees. 

‘““ “Section 2. Of the $12,000 now held by the Treasurer of the Grand Army 
of the Republic $8,000 shall be paid over to the board of trustees of the special 
fund; said special fund to be used by the board of trustees to pay the per capita 
tax, and such sums to the John A. Andrew Home as will take the place of the 
money being solicited from Posts of the G. A. R., and such other expenses deemed 
necessary by the board of trustees. 

“« «Section 8. No official holding office elected or appointed in said Depart- 
ment of the Massachusetts G. A. R. shall be elected to the board of trustees of 
the special fund. 

“ «Section 4. Any vacancy that may occur on the board of trustees, by 
death or otherwise, may be filled by the trustees. 

““ “Section 5. Recommended for trustees, — Past Commander Henry Clark, 
Past Commander John D. Billings, Past Commander George A. Hosley, Past 
as Alfred H. Knowles. Recommended for Sons of Veterans, — Henry 

eller.’ 

“We consider this resolution of such importance that we do not think there 
will be time for this Encampment to consider it; and, therefore, we recommend 
that the matter of this resolution be referred to the incoming Council of Adminis- 
tration, with instructions to report at the next Department Encampment. ‘Signed‘ 
— George W. Pratt, E. H. Lincoln, James F. Flynn.’ ” 

Commander: ‘‘The Chair rules that there is no connection between those two 
resolutions, and therefore we will take action on the resolution first presented 
by the Committee, which it does not recommend.” 

Past Commander Ham: “‘I am perfectly agreeable that it should be laid over 
[evidently referring to the later resolution] until next year; but I want the Com- 
rades to understand that there is no one who holds the John A. Andrew Home, 
and the noble woman that has conducted it, in higher esteem than I do. And 
I want them to understand that I provided in that resolution so that the money 
would not be taken out of the pockets of comrades but would be taken out of 
the $12,000 which we now hold, or from a special fund that would be created by 
the act which I have proposed by that resolution. 

Comrade Stoddard of Post 62: “I live within a stone’s throw of the John A. 
Andrew Home, and I know that Home — and we all know how it is being man- 
aged and the sacrifices made to maintain that Home. No member in that Home, 
as far as I know, is related to the Charles Ward Post 62 of Newtonville, but 
they come from you and your Posts, although the house is located in Newton. 
I go there as often as once in three weeks with things for those ladies, — most 
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excellent ladies, wives of veterans — all from your Posts. Do all you can for 
them, for I am sure those who conduct that institution will spend the money 
economically.” 

Commander: ‘‘The question is shall we adopt the recommendation of the 
Committee on Resolutions.” 

Past Commander Ham: “I move that the recommendation of the Committee 
be adopted.” [It is so voted.] 

Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: ‘‘On the second resolution I would 
like to ask Comrade Ham a question. He has suggested that a committee be 
appointed to handle our funds, and I would like to ask if that suggestion means 
that the comrades who have been elected by this Department, the Commander 
and all the other officers and the Council of Administration, who have handled 
this money, have been false to their duty, so that it is desirable to take it out of 
their hands and put it in the hands of Sons of Veterans?” 

Past Commander Ham: ‘‘No. The idea is there shall be two funds, one of 
$4,000 and one of $8,000, and that if there are people who wish to contribute to 
the special fund they can do so. And if they wish to contribute to the fund 
already there of $4,000 they may do that. I believe that that sum is as much 
as ought to be there: for the reason that as long as we have $12,000 in the treasury 
we can not go to the Legislature and ask them to continue the $2,000 they had 
given. If there is only $4, 000 there — ” 

Comrade Flynn: ‘‘I rise to a point of order.” 

[At this stage of the proceedings the Mayor of Boston is announced at the 
outpost, and he is conducted to the speakers’ stand and greeted cordially] 

Commander: ‘‘Comrades, I have the pleasure to present to you His Honor the 
Mayor of Boston, Malcolm E. Nichols, who will say a word to you.” [Applause 
and cheers. | 

Mayor Nichols: ‘‘ Mr. Chairman, Commander and Comrades of the Grand Army 
of the Department of Massachusetts, | want to thank you for the opportunity 
of coming here for a few moments and speaking to the finest body of men that 
I have had the pleasure of meeting since elected mayor of this city; and I do not 
think anybody will find fault with me when I give that expression of my views. 

“T just had a very pleasant visit to three beautiful women [laughter], and I 
told them that I left their company with regret because I would have been glad 
to stay there longer and enjoy their society, only that I expected in a few minutes 
to go before a body of men most worthy to live and to take part in the great events 
we all witness today. I refer to Mrs. Hazen and the Misses Smith, — three 
army nurses of the stirring times of old, whom I had the honor to visit this after- 
noon at the Hotel Bellevue, — three beautiful and noble women, and I have just 
come from them to give a few words of greeting to you. 

“TI was sorry to learn today of the inability of Commander-in-Chief Inman to 
be here because of illness, and hope, Mr. Chairman, that that illness is not serious, 
and that we shall soon hear that he is out again. 

“YT am afraid, too, that I interrupted your proceedings at a critical moment, 
as somebody intimated that you were having a ‘fight.’ Now, that is what the 
Mayor of Boston enjoys, and I am glad to know that a fighting spirit exists in 
your breasts, that fighting spirit of the days you knew so well which can never 
die. 

“And it is for that reason, and because I have that feeling in my heart, that I 
regard it as a great privilege to extend to you the greetings of this city, which is 
proud of its ancient traditions, proud of its men and boys of ’61, and proud of the 
great heritage which has come down to us, of which you are a great and honorable 
part. And it is indeed an honor for me to come here and extend the felicitations 
of a great city, and express the hope that you will come here again séon, and that 
I may see you often not only in an official way, but as citizens, as brothers, as 
sons, and last and best of all—as friends. May God bless you all!” [Loud 
applause. | 

Past Commander Ham: “I move that the recommendation of the Committee 
on Resolutions be adopted.” 

Commander: “‘That question last under discussion has been referred to the 
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incoming Council of Administration by the recommendation of the Committee, 
and those in favor of so doing will manifest it.”’ [It is so voted.] 

Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: “‘I would announce that Memorial 
Sunday will take place on May 23d by order of the Commander-in-Chief, and 
Memorial Day will be celebrated as usual on the Monday following the 30th.” 

Past Commander Pratt (continuing): ‘‘ ‘Resolved, that one of the Sons of 
Veterans selected by Department officials and by Sons of Veterans be invited to 
help the Assistant Adjutant-General at Headquarters, the expense to be paid 
out of the Grand Army fund now held by the Sons of Veterans.’ Your Committee 
considers this a matter for discussion among the Comrades, but perhaps if we had 
known of the lateness of the hour we would have acted differently; but in now 
presenting it to you we recommend the adoption of this resolution, believing 
that you will settle this question, — if not now, next year.” 

Commander: “Shall we adopt this resolution just read?” ; 

Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: ‘‘I don’t believe in it. We have at 
Headquarters an Adjutant-General and a Clerk, who are doing the work satis- 
factorily as far as we know, and they are likely to do it for some time yet if their 
services are wanted. I don’t believe you can get a Son of Veteran who would be 
good for anything to come in there for any such price as we could pay; it would 
_ be a mighty poor man who would give up his business to come in there for $500 
a year. I say —I don’t believe you could find a young man today that would 
be good for anything, who would be willing to devote eight hours a day at Head- 
quarters of the Department of Massachusetts; for if willing to do that he would 
be a mighty poor sort of a fellow. 

‘And, then, there is no call for any such man, and I hope that this will be voted 
down for that reason. There is no call for such assistance; there would be nothing 
for him to do. The work is being done properly and promptly, and we don’t 
want any hangers-around, as would be likely under such an arrangement at 
Headquarters.’ 

Past Commander Ham: ‘‘In the way of explanation I want to say that the 
Secretary of the Sons of Veterans is now paid $800 a year by them. Now, within 
a few years — within a year or two, and at present even, — as our good Adjutant 
has been sick for four or five weeks — we ought to have somebody placed in there 
to be instructed. We could not run our Post 2 without having a Son of Veteran, 
and if we need one in our Post why shouldn’t we have one in Headquarters, being 
instructed in the line of work?”’ 

Members: “‘Question.”’ ‘‘ Question.” 

Comrade Ham: ‘‘I move that the resolution be adopted.” 

Comrade Goldthwaite of Post 188: “‘I move that the Resolution be laid on the 
table.” [It was so voted.|] 

Comrade Chute of Post 60: “I move that we proceed to the election of officers.”’ 

Commander: “The question before the Encampment is on the election of 
officers; what is your pleasure? [It is so voted.] We will now proceed to the 
election of a Commander for the ensuing year.”’ 

Past Commander Wiider of Post 15: ‘‘I move, sir, that the Assistant Adjutant- 
General cast one ballot bearing the name of Comrade William F. Brown for Depart- 
ment Commander for the ensuing year.’ 

Commander: ‘‘Shall we instruct the Assistant Adjutant-General to cast one 
ballot for William F. Brown, as has been moved?’ [It is a vote.] 

Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: ‘By instructions of this Encampment 
I deposit a ballot bearing the name of William F. Brown for the office of Depart- 
ment Commander.”’ 

Commander: ‘‘And by so doing Comrade William F. Brown is elected Com- 
mander of the Department of Massachusetts G. A. R. for the ensuing year.” 

Past Commander Knowles: ‘‘I desire to place in nomination for Senior Vice- 
Commander the name of Henry A. Monk, and move that the Assistant Adjutant- 
General be instructed to cast one ballot bearing that name.” [It is so voted.] 

Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: ‘‘In accordance with the vote just 
taken I deposit one ballot bearing the name of Henry A. Monk for Senior Vice- 
Commander of the Department of Massachusetts G. A. R. for the ensuing year.” 
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Commander: ‘‘Comrades, you have elected Henry A. Monk as your Senior 
Vice-Commander.”’ 

Past Commander Wilder: ‘‘I move you, sir, that the Assistant Adjutant-General 
cast one ballot bearing the name of Edwin J. Foster for Junior Vice-Commander 
of this Department for the ensuing year.” 

Comrade Darling: ‘‘In all the conventions I have attended we generally have 
heard the nomination first, then it has been seconded, and then the Assistant 
Adjutant-General has cast ‘one ballot — which is the proper procedure, in my 
mind. I may be wrong, but I have belonged to a good many different societies 
and I never saw a ballot cast until after the nomination had been properly made.” 

Commander: ‘“‘The question before us is on the nomination for Junior Vice- 
Commander, and Comrade Foster has been nominated.” 

Commander: “‘The question is on the election of Junior Vice-Commander. 
You have heard the nominee’s name; and those in favor of the Assistant Adjutant- 
General casting one ballot for Comrade Edwin J. Foster say Aye.’ [It is a vote.| 

Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: ‘‘In accordance with the vote of this 
Encampment I hereby deposit one ballot for Comrade Foster of Post 10.’ 

Commander: ‘‘ You have elected Comrade Foster to the office of Junior Vice- 
Commander for the ensuing year.” 

Comrade King of Post 15: ‘‘I move that we adjourn.” 

Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: “‘I move to amend, that we adjourn 
until tomorrow at 9.30.’ [Seconded and so voted.]

On motion it was voted that the Assistant Adjutant-General cast one ballot 
bearing the above names, and they were declared elected. 
Comrade Flynn: ‘“‘I see that you have elected a list of Delegates and Alternates 


to the next National Encampment. 


If I am one of those delegates I would like 


to see this Department make as good an appearance at Des Moines as any in the 
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country; and in pursuance of that thought I am going to make a motion that the 
Assistant Adjutant-General be authorized to procure a band for our parade in 
Des Moines at the next National Encampment.” 

Commander: ‘‘A motion has been made as you have heard.’’ [It was so voted.] 

Commander: “‘The proper official is instructed to provide music for that 
occasion.” 

Commander-Elect Brown: ‘‘Having been elected Department Commander, 
I would like to say a few words at this time. I hope that every comrade who is 
able will go to Des Moines, for if we are to have a band we want enough comrades. 
following it to make a good showing. Last year we had but a small delegation, 
but it made up by quality what it lacked in quantity. But I now request every 
comrade, who feels himself able to go, to be at Des Moines and to join in the 
parade. The committee of arrangements there promise us something unusual 
this year. I said to them, — ‘You cannot do much more than was provided last 
year,’ and they replied: ‘If you will come this year you will find that last year 
was something like a Sunday School picnic by comparison’; so it is evident that 
they are laying out something large for this year, 

‘“‘But I don’t want a comrade to endanger his health by taking the trip, — only 
it is my wish that every Comrade, who may be able, shall decide to go if he takes 
no chance of endangering his health.”” [Applause.] 

Commander: “‘What other business have we? — 

Commander Alvin C. Howes of Post 8: “In all our legislative affairs, so called, 
in this Encampment or Department we have had for years a method of taxation 
which, in my judgment, is obsolete. No one has perhaps thought of it before; 
if so, T have not heard it expressed, but it is in regard to the per capita tax on 
Posts. 

“Now, for illustration, if on December last you had in your Post, say, 20 mem- 
bers, you forwarded a per capita tax on 20 members. On July Ist next you re- 
ceive a notice that the per capita tax is due on 20 members, and in that interim 
you may have lost 5 members, more or less. But under our system of per capita 
tax you are going to pay next July on the members of your Post who have re- 
ceived their final discharge — laid away to rest. And all the rest of the Posts’ 
are going to do the same thing. And I am going to move that this arrangement 
of per capita tax be referred to the incoming Council of Administration, with 
instructions to have the per capita tax so arranged that no comrade who has 
received his final discharge shall be assessed. 

Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: ‘‘That is a good point, I will admit, 

but it is no part of the business of this Department; that is the business of the 

National Encampment, and the reason is because we have done away with the 
_ semi-annual reports. The Departments have no information regarding the actual 
membership of the order in July unless they send in reports; so it is voted by the 
National Encampment that payments July 1st shall be the same as those of the ' 
preceding December. However, if you are going to put it into a resolution it 
should be referred to the National organization, for this Department can do 
nothing about it; it would be a national Order, the same as every regulation that 
we work under. 

“T am going to move as a substitute motion that this Department does not 
require the payment of the per capita tax from Posts in Massachusetts in future, 
unless further action shall be taken at some subsequent Encampment.” 

Commander: ‘You have heard the motion of Comrade Wetherbee that this 
Department shall not assess the Posts for a per capita tax unless further action 
shall be taken by some subsequent Encampment.” [It was so voted.] 

[The arrival of the Army Nurses was announced. | 

Comrade Ham: ‘‘I have the pleasure of introducing one of our Army Nurses, 
Mrs. Mary E. Smith, — one of our former companions in arms.’ 

Commander: “We are delighted to greet you, as we hardly expected to see you 
this stormy day.” 

Comrade Wade: “I have the esteemed honor — one of the greatest ever con- 
ferred upon me — to present to you, Mr. Commander, and through you to this 
convention, — Mrs. Helen E. Smith, one of our Army Nurses.”

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Mrs. Mary E. Smith: ‘‘ We have only five nurses left in Massachusetts; we buried 
one two weeks ago. Mrs. Hazen was not able to come this morning as she got 
rather tired yesterday with the company she had. 

“Now, I want to tell you I love every one of you, because you were my Com- 
rades for two years and seven months at the time of the war, and I am always 
glad to come and meet you; and I bring you the best wishes of the five women, 
for we may not be with you next year, though I hope to be here; I shall come all 
alone if able to get here. I am delighted to look into your faces and to wish you 
a long and happy life. I thank you.” [Great applause.] 

Mrs. Helen E. Smith: ‘‘Good morning, dear Comrades. Iam not only a nurse, 
but the widow of Woodbury C. Smith of Worcester, Mass. It will not be many 
years more, if any, that we can come to greet you, but you are as old as we are — 
well into the eighties — and I think it is very fortunate for us all that we are able 
to meet at this time of our lives. 

“T cannot speak too highly of the Daughters of Veterans in what they are doing 
for the Army Nurses by giving us entertainment at the Hotel Bellevue. 

“Tt fills my heart with sadness to think that the time has gone by when I could 
work hard for the Relief Corps and the Grand Army. Before the war closed in 
1864 I went down to South Carolina and was there until 1866, so I know pretty 
well what war was. But I won’t detain you longer, only to hope that we all may 
be spared to meet again in this lovely building on some future occasion. Ithank 

ou.” 
i Comrade Ham: “ Mrs. Hazen’s daughter wished me to announce that her mother 
was unable to come from the Bellevue down here.”’ 

[The Nurses retire amidst applause. The Ladies of the G. A. R. were then 
introduced by Comrade Dearborn, consisting of Past National President Mary 
E. Tarbox of Maine, Past Department President Stella I. Frost, Past President 
Rebecca Corthell.] 

Commander: ‘Comrades, I have the pleasure of introducing to you Mrs. Mary 
E. Tarbox, who represents the national president of the Ladies of the Grand 
Army. She will address you for a moment.” 

Mrs. Tarbox: ‘Department Commander and beloved Comrades of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, I do not feel that I need any introduction to you, for I 
have had the extreme pleasure of meeting here with you for many years. 

“The State of Maine, you know, was at one time Massachusetts, but when it 
became so fashionable for divorces we were divorced from you. Nevertheless, 
I retain a great love for the old Bay State, and especially for its Department of the 
G.A.R. Whenever they have a meeting, and it is possible for me to be present, 
I am with you. Today I bring you the greetings of 70,000 relatives of yours. 
We are all relatives in the Grand Army of the Republic, because not a person can 
join our organization unless he has the blood of a veteran in his veins. . Con- 
sequently how can we ever sever ourselves from you? 

“The Grand Army has bequeathed to us that heritage which money cannot 
buy, and which we treasure sacredly, and shall as long as life lasts. I know you 
are very busy this morning in your work, as we are in our convention. I just 
leave with you the greetings of the old Pine Tree State, because many present 
came from Maine, and you will hear them speak next Monday, as they all turn 
out when a Maine gathering is held. I leave with you a few original lines: — 


Comrades, with the bronze token on your coat of loyal blue, 

It is for you these words are spoken, dearly beloved comrades, brave and true. 
When the Southern cannon thundered, and lightning saber flashed, 

Home ties were sadly sundered, and into battle you wildly dashed. 

Ever shall our song and story tell the debt we owe to you; 

For your valor saved Old Glory and the beautiful Red, White and Blue. 


‘“‘T thank you for your attention and hope to meet you in session many times.” 
Mrs. Stella I. Frost: ‘‘ Department Commander and Comrades, it is my pleasure 
this morning to bring to you the greetings of the Department of the Massachusetts 
Ladies of the Grand Army. We are very proud of our heritage, we cherish fond 
memories of those gone before, and we love the ones still left here with us — 
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certainly hoping to have you with us many, many years to come. Your ranks are 
thinning, as ours are, and we must depend on younger material in order to keep 
this order going. We try to cultivate in the younger element the loyalty they 
should have for those who saved the Union and who were willing to give their 
blood that the Stars and Stripes might forever wave. And now, Commander, 
I am particularly pleased to present to you this personal gift. The gold is small 
but it is always true.” 

Mrs. Rebecca Corthell: ‘‘Mr. Commander and your fellow Officers in this 
convention, I cannot add very much to what has been said, but I want to tell 
you how glad I am to come here as one of the members of this delegation to bring 
to you the greetings of the Ladies of the G.A.R. I also desire to add my own per- 
sonal greetings. 

“T have been a member of this organization for nearly twenty years, but this 
is the first time I have had this great honor conferred upon me, and I assure you 
I am pleased to stand in this old Cradle of Liberty, only a stone’s throw from 
where I was born, and look into your faces today. | 

“I sometimes think we do not realize the great sacrifices that were made by 
the men who fought in the Civil War, and how great an influence that war had on 
the men of that generation. Mere boys went through the fire at that time and 
learned to suffer with Abraham Lincoln, and who knows better than a soldier’s 
wife the tremendous sacrifices and the suffering of those men in that great struggle? 
Who appreciates this valuable heritage of ours more than the wives, the mothers, © 
the daughters and the sons? 

“And now this is my message: Abraham Lincoln will live on and on for gener- 
ations to come, and his name with those of the Boys in Blue will go down into 
the nation’s history as the saviors of the Union. It has often been said that it 
is glorious to die for one’s country. Yes, it is glorious to die if one has done some- 
thing worth while; and whatever you men did it was to cement a great nation, 
and so we women have regarded it — in the light of your sacrifices, suffering and 
patriotic devotion. 

“T thank you.” 

Mrs. Frost: “‘The Ladies gave me $100 for the John A. Andrew Home to present 
to you, Comrade Wetherbee, which I proffer with the best wishes of the donors.”’ 
[The Ladies retire. ] 

[A delegation from the Sons of Veterans enters.] 

Comrade Pratt: “‘Commander, I have the honor to present the Past Division 
Commander of the Sons of Veterans, Guy Richardson.” 

Commander: “We are glad to welcome you, Commander Richardson. [In 
the same manner were introduced Col. Frederick G. Bauer, Division Patriotic 

Instructor, Eugene F. Atwood, Past Division Commander, George B. Stratton, 
Assistant Division Organizer, and A. G. Wolff, Past Division Counselor, whom 
Commander Comey greeted cordially in behalf of the Encampment.] Comrades, 
we will now have the pleasure of listening to Comrade Guy Richardson.” 

Past Division Commander Richardson: “Commander and Comrades of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, first let me express my appreciation of the presence 
here of this grand old warrior who faces the elements to preside over you today 
in spite of affliction; and I think you are to be congratulated on your vigor and for 
the fire of 61 shown in your splendid gathering. 

“Now, I have a magnificent delegation here, and you have a bountiful dinner 
awaiting you, so I have cautioned them all to be brief, and pledge myself to set 
the example. 

“T believe I have one item of news for most of you, and hope it will be acceptable 
to one and all. You have a distinguished comrade, whose name I am not going 
to recall, who made a speech yesterday and rubbed it in pretty hard, and said 
things that did not particularly apply to patriotism; but the general impression 
was we were not living up to our opportunities. But I want to tell you this, — 
that action has been taken a few minutes ago by the Massachusetts Division Sons 
of Union Veterans of the Civil War that I think every one will agree shows the 
interest of that order in its father organization, the Grand Army of the Republic. 

‘Upon the recommendation of our Division Commander Harry Weiler, knowing 
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that in Massachusetts there are instances where it comes hard for the Civil War 
Veterans to maintain the per capita tax, we have decided — and this action was 
unanimously taken just before we left the hall — that from now on and for all 
time our Massachusetts Division will pay to your Department the per capita tax 
of every single Post in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. [Great applause.] 
And as a part of that resolution we have decided that the first allotment should 
be immediately paid. We are not in possession of your financial budget, and 
don’t know just how you stand, but we have estimated that the per capita tax 
amounts to something less than $800 for the ensuing year. Therefore, I have the 
pleasure of handing to you the check of the Massachusetts Division Sons of Civil 
War Veterans for the sum of $800 to pay your per capita tax for the ensuing year. 

“Now, that is the best part of my speech. I won’t say much more, only to 
take the opportunity to speak of something that has been buzzing in my mind. 
We are not nearly as big as we wish we were, but when I see the multitude of 
organizations that come before you I begin to believe that the time has come 
when if we are going to perpetuate the memory of the Grand Army as it ought 
to be, we should adopt the best possible platform, and in the spirit of Daniel 
Webster, who said ‘Liberty and Union, one and inseparable,’ we should all come 
together — amalgamate into one solid organization to perpetuate the memory 
of you and your deeds forever. I thank you.’ 

[Applause. A motion was made that a rising vote of thanks be given for the 
gift just received.| 

Commander: ‘‘ Now, Comrades, let’s give a rising and a rousing vote of thanks 
for this generous present. 

“We have with us Col. Bauer, in whom we find we have the worthy son of a 
comrade, and I am especially gratified by the opportunity to present him to you 
at this time.”’ 

Col. Frederick G. Bauer: ‘‘Commander and Comrades, I cannot hope to make 
as good a speech as Past Commander Richardson has made, for you know ‘money 
talks’ louder than anything else, and he has exhausted the financial possibilities 
of the situation. 

‘“‘T would like to say a few words in a more personal vein, and hs my text 
from the relations which exist between Captain Comey, your Commander, and 
myself. Our families had been intimate for many years before I was born; he 
and I are officers of another organization, eligibility to which is based on the fact 
that our respective ancestors fought to achieve the country’s independence 150 

ears ago. 
i “In Lossing’s Field Book of the War of 1812 he describes a gathering on the 
shores of Lake Erie met to commemorate Commodore Perry’s victory; and he 
relates how the veterans of the War of 1812 were meeting to pass on to those 
then serving in the field to preserve our Union their spirit; — how they were 
striving to uphold their hands in the field, they being beyond the military age 
at the time of the Civil War. 

‘“‘So, you men who have, as the Greek poet says, ‘passed on the torch’ to those 
that come after you, — to the Spanish War Veterans, to those who belong to the 
American Legion; and as the veterans of the early wars took the torch and passed 
it on to’ you, we receive it, the impulse and the spirit, from your hands and shall 
pass it down to those coming after us. As Sons of Veterans of the Civil War 
we desire to uphold your beneficent teachings and noble principles. May the 
torch of freedom and union illuminate every corner of our land and all within it!” 
[Applause. | 

Past Department Commander Eugene F. Atwood: “‘Commander and brothers, 
members of the G.A.R., I believe I ought to follow the advice of Brother Richardson 
and say but a few words. My thoughts go back to the time when I was a boy, 
and had instilled into me the patriotic ideas you so nobly carried out. My thought — 
goes back to Memorial Day when I followed in the footsteps of your Comrades 
to decorate the graves of those passed on; and I presume the instructions I re- 
ceived then give me an interest in this organization. 

“T thank God that Iam a member of this order; I thank God I was sired by one 
who was a comrade with you. Much can be said in relation to your work; you 
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have moulded everything for good; this country has been led by you in all its 
- activities for the best results. 

“You may have to meet the Great Commander before long, but when you have 
passed on there will be left in your place and stead an organization known as 
the Sons of Union Veterans of the Civil War who will ‘carry on’ according to 
the principles you have inculeated during the past 60 years; and they will ‘carry 
on’ for you in generations to come.” [Applause.] 

Assistant Division Organizer George B. Stratton: ‘‘Mr. Commander and Com- 
rades of the Grand Army of the Republic, I don’t want to. waste any of your valua- 
ble time, or delay that dinner which has been promised to you, but I merely want 
to say this, that the only way we can take up and prosecute the mission of the 
G. A. R. is to get into the harness and work. W-o-r-k spells the whole thing, and 
that is why I am Assistant Division Organizer. I have given to the Grand Army 
of the Republic 42 years of my labors in the way of building up camps of Sons 
of Veterans and putting them on an efficient footing, and I hope to live 42 years 
more to do the same thing.” [Applause.] 

Past Department Commander Albert G. Wolff: ‘Mr. Commander and Com- 
rades of the G. A. R., I want to assure you that I deem it a signal honor to be 
present here today to bring greetings to your convention. 

“T have great respect and veneration as well as a deep love for you Comrades 
of theG.A.R. Of course I respect veterans of the Mexican War, I regard highly 
the men who went to the colors in the days of the Spanish War, I admire the men 
who fought in the Great World War of a recent date, but, Comrades, there are 
no veterans of any war for our country like you, — there are no veterans like you 
because you saved this nation, your battles were fought when this nation was 
torn with internal dissension, and when it was threatened with disaster and when 
it might have been destroyed forever. 

“T remember seeing that great motion picture of Abraham Lincoln which you 
probably saw, where it was shown that Lincoln had called for troops; and you 
may remember that it was said by those of the Confederacy that he might ask 
for volunteers but the men of the States would not volunteer in sufficient numbers 
to defend the flag. But Lincoln, nevertheless, issued that call, and the picture 
showed the great martyr as he was pacing back and forth in the White House 
wondering whether his call would be answered. And finally in the distance he 
‘heard music, and he heard the tramp of marching feet when the first volunteers 
came down Pennsylvania Avenue, and then he knew from that very moment 
the city of Washington was safe, that the Capitol was safe, and that the whole 
nation was safe because his call had been answered. 

“And so how can we help having pride in you men? I cannot understand the 
og of Congress with reference to the Elliott Pension Bill which is now before 
them. 

“You may recall that after the War was over a Grand Review was held, and it 
is said there was a big banner stretched across the street upon which appeared 
these words, — ‘There is one Debt this Nation can never Repay, and that is 
the Debt it Owes to the Victorious Union Soldiers.’ 

“Certainly this nation owes a tremendous debt to the men who fought under 
Abraham Lincoln and his able generals during those days from 1861 to 1865; 
and this nation has obligated us to see that they live in some degree of comfort 
in these days of their old age. The Elliott Pension Bill ought to pass, and all we 
Sons of Veterans are interested in it. I have written to both U. 8. Senators and 
to every member of the Massachusetts representation in Congress. We are 
working on it diligently, and if the bill does not pass at this session we intend to 
continue the fight until the next, when perhaps we may have a better organization 
and see better results. 

“We are glad to be with you today; we appreciate what you were and what 
you are today. What you did will live as long as the memory of man; for we 
Sons of Veterans are proud that we are your sons, and we shall always revere 
your memory. I thank you.” [Applause.] | 

[The departure of the Sons of Veterans delegation was followed by the arrival 
of that of the Sons of Veterans Auxiliary.] 
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Past Division President Mrs. Emma L. Loomis: ‘‘Comrades of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, I have been in auxiliary work for quite a number of years, but: 
I regard this as the greatest honor that could be bestowed on any one, — the 
opportunity to visit the Department Encampment of the Massachusetts G. A. R. 
My father was a Union veteran, and it seems to me when I look into your faces 
I can see how he would appear and be pleased to attend one of these Encamp- 
ments, and to know that some of those coming after him were going to continue 
the work of the Grand Army. 

“There is not much I can say. Words are inadequate to express our regard 
for you. Each and every one of you is dear to our hearts, and I can assure you 
that the Sons of Veterans Auxiliary will'do all in its power to assist the Sons of 
Union Veterans to carry on your work for years to come. 

‘Sister Anderson, our Division President, desired me to convey to you her 
personal greetings and wishes for a most successful Encampment. And, Comrade 
Comey, I have just a little memento of love and esteem that we hold for the Com- 
mander of the Massachusetts Department G. A. R. today. It is only a little token, 
but hope it will just show how much we love you.” 

Commander Comey: ‘‘I thank you most cordially.” 

Mrs. Loomis: “‘And I want to say one word to Comrade Goodwin of my own 
city of Westfield, Mass. You were just the best Commander there ever was, 
which is no reflection on Comrade Comey, but you know that one’s own is a little 
bit better than the other fellow’s.”’ 

Comrade Goodwin: “There are many ladies we may know in our social and 
patriotic life, but Emma Loomis is from my home town and in all patriotic work 
she has always been found-to be the real person of the occasion. When I was 
Department Commander she and her secretary were my right and left bowers. 
You may well envy me, because when you become better acquainted with her 
you will know a real woman.” 

Mrs. Emma Warren: ‘“‘When I was a tiny girl I used to walk with my grand- 
father in the parade on Memorial Day, and they say I threw my head up high 
as if I was the whole town of Rutland, Vermont. I always was proud of my 
grandfather; he was a Grand Army man, and I was closely associated with him 
as long as he lived; and when I came to the Encampment yesterday and found 
I was to be on this committee of greetings I hardly knew what to say. I am 
proud today to come here and wish you Godspeed.” 

Mrs. Ada Ewell: “‘Department Commander and members of the G. A. R., like 
the sister from Westfield, when I was told I was to be on the greetings committee 
to come to your Encampment, I could not think of anything that ever happened 
in my life I have been more pleased with. To see you in session in Faneuil Hall! 
Why, it is a great inspiration to be here and look into your faces — the counte- 
nances of the dear old men that mean so much to us. 

“T cannot say I am the daughter of a veteran, because I did not get my eligi- 
bility that way; I married the Son of a Veteran, but I assure you that no daughter 
of a veteran has been more loyal to the Grand Army than I, a daughter-in-law, 
have been. And I assure you, Comrades, that in our own home town our Grand 
Army men are held in the highest respect and esteem and love; and I am proud 
to feel that I am eligible to such an order, the members of which trace their an- 
cestors to the men who wore the blue in 1861 to 1865. I hope my health and 
strength will permit me to do my little bit in the years to come, to assist in perpet- 
uating the memory of those men who have done so much. 

“And I want not only to bring my personal greetings but those of every member 
of our Auxiliary assembled in the Elks Hall. We have about 400, and every one 
is full of enthusiasm, and I wish every one could come here this morning and see 
you Grand Army men.” [Applause.] 

[The Sons of Veterans Auxiliary delegation was followed by a delegation from 
the Daughters of Veterans.] 
Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: ‘‘I desire to present Mrs. Nellie M. 
Goodman, Past National President of the Daughters Union of Veterans and one 

of the salt of the earth.” 
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[Mrs. Helen A. Phinney, Department President, Mrs. Ruth Cutliff and Mrs. 

Harriett McClellan composed the delegation.| 

- Mrs. Nellie M. Goodman: ‘‘ Your Commander has asked me to say a word at 
this time, and it is indeed an honor to say Good Morning to the dear Boys. I 
am much pleased to be with you today at your 60th convention, for each time 
I see you I love you a little more than I did the last time: 

“Dear Comrades, I have with me this morning our Department President. 
Never before in our Department has a convention allowed our Department Presi- 
dent to leave the deliberations, but she wanted to see you badly, and the con- 
vention permitted her to come. She has a long message to deliver, so I will 
present to your dear Commander these pretty blossoms, and may his years be 
ee teat i as the flowers I bring.”’ [Presentation of a bouquet to Commander 

omey. 

Mrs. Helen A. Phinney, Department President: ‘‘Commander and my good 
Comrades; as our Past President, Sister Goodman has told you, this is the first 
time a President of the Daughters of Veterans has been allowed to leave a con- 
vention, and I feel it is a great honor to bring to you the greetings of the Massa- 
chusetts Department. 

““Many times when I have sat in a convention and seen the Greetings Committee 
to the Grand Army leave the hall there has always been just a little tinge of sad- 
ness because I wanted to go with them; but I was never fortunate enough to go 
until today. 

“Now, I am very proud that I could come to you with these greetings, and I 
don’t know of any greater honor that could come to one than to be a Daughter 
of Union Veterans of the Civil War. My father fought for that flag, also six 
of my uncles, and I was born on the 4th of July. [Laughter and applause.] As I 
stand here I see so many Comrades that I know, which makes me want to add my 
personal greetings and good wishes. 

“Now, Commander Comey, I have with me just a tiny package, but it contains 
the love of every Daughter of a Veteran in our order. It is a little personal gift 
to you; take it, put it in your pocket, and look at it when alone. 

“Comrade Wetherbee, you have always been a good comrade, one we could 
call upon, and I present this to you. And Comrade Nordell, last but not least, 
I present this gift to you. , 

“And I thank you one and all.”’ [Great applause.] 

Department Patriotic Instructor Ruth Cutliff: ‘Comrade Comey and all the 
Comrades of the Encampment, it is indeed a great pleasure to be here this morning. 
This is my first appearance at one of your conventions, and, besides, it is my first 
assignment on a greetings committee of any kind. 

“T have looked forward to this pleasure so much for many years, and hoped for 
your happiness and success. And now I wish to present this little token with 
the love and best wishes of my associates for your Encampment.” [Presents 
check to the Commander. |] 

Commander Comey: “It appears that this is a check for $305.66, and let’s 
give a rising vote of thanks.” 

[All rose and applauded as this delegation left the Hall.] 

Comrade Goodwin: ‘Patriotism has been defined as being the distinguishing 
trait of the person who loves his country. The women of our land have been 
made citizens, and are fulfilling nobly the social and political contingencies of 
our life, teaching us many things so that we, especially as members of the G.A.R., 
revere and respect our women. Allow me, sir, to present at this time a delegation 
from the Woman’s Relief Corps of Massachusetts. First, Mrs. Catherine McBride 
Hoster, National President Woman’s Relief Corps of Indianapolis; then Mrs. 
Bertha W. Walker, Department President Massachusetts Woman’s Relief Corps; 
Mrs. Grace Phipps, Department Inspector; Mrs. Emma Kean, Chairman of 
Patriotic Aides; Mrs. Eliza Griffin of Watertown, and Mrs. Nelly Manning of 
Danvers.” 

Mrs. Hoster: “‘This is indeed a very great honor, to be privileged to address 
this Encampment, this organization of men the most wonderful in the world; 
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and in this historic building. Therefore it is with a great deal of pride I bring 
to you the greetings of the National Woman’s Relief Corps. 

. “We are your auxiliary, made up of women who delight in working for you 
_ because of their love for you, and for what you are today — they honor you. 
You have been an inspiration for every good deed our organization may have 
done, and the principles held by you are what we are striving to uphold. 

“Today I am not only happy to bring to you the greetings of my national 
organization, but also to say that the most priceless heritage I possess is that I — 
was born the daughter and the granddaughter of Civil War veterans; and I 
am doubly happy to have had this privilege to speak to you on this platform, 
you comrades of my father and grandfather.’”’ [Applause.] 

Mrs. Walker: ‘‘ Department Commander and Comrades, this is the first time 
in my experience that I have had the opportunity of visiting you in your annual 
convention, and I certainly with great pleasure extend to you the greetings of 
the Department of Massachusetts Woman’s Relief Corps. 

“Tam glad to stand here and look into your faces; you are not Boys any longer, 
but many of you look to me as if you were able to attend many more of these 
Encampments, and I hope and pray that you may. 

‘“‘T also am proud to tell you that I am the daughter of a veteran, and all these 
years have had a soldier’s blood in my veins, and have been willing to fight for — 
anything relating to the Grand Army of the Republic. We have all been so 
happy to work with you, not only because we wanted to but because of what you 
represent and what you have done to uphold the flag, — that flag which has been 
baptized in blood, consecrated by tears, and hallowed by the hopes of humanity! 

“Captain Comey, we have had a wonderful year; we have always been so friendly 
to each other; you have never found any fault with what we have done or have 
not done; so I thank you for all the courtesies extended to me, and congratulate 
you upon your year; and trust in the time to come you will have lots of time to 
give to this organization, and help Past Commanders as I am going to do for the 
Past Presidents. And so it gives me great pleasure, in behalf of the Department 
of Massachusetts Woman’s Relief Corps and our corps to present to you this check. 
And we wish that it might be two or three times as much, and hope that you 
will spend it for anything that you may deem necessary. 

“Again thanking you for what you have done, and expressing my gladness in 
being with you this morning, and wishing for you all Godspeed, I want to say 
that I have also a button-hole bouquet for you which is from the Department of 
Massachusetts Woman’ s Relief Corps; and if you cannot use it here we know 
where you can.” [Applause.] 

Commander Comey: “I tell you, Comrades, that favors are coming our way 
today. I find here a New England "Trust Co. check for the Grand Army Depart- 
ment of Massachusetts for $450. What shall I do with it?” 

Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: ‘“‘As you have not given bonds, and 
as you are liable to escape through our lines, I think you had better turn it over 
to the Assistant Adjutant-General who takes all the checks when he can get them.” 

Comrade Lincoln of Post 125: “I move that we give a rising vote of thanks to — 
the Woman’s Relief Corps for this handsome gift.’”’ [It was so voted.| 

Mrs. Grace Phipps of Hopkinton: ‘“‘Commander and Comrades, it is indeed a 
pleasure to come here this morning, — my first visit to old Faneuil Hall, my first 
visit to an Encampment of the Grand Army of the Republic, and with my Depart- 
ment President to share the honor of bringing to you our greetings, and to Henry 
Comey whose birthplace was in my own town of Hopkinton. Don’t you think 
it is considerable of an honor to come here and meet him? 

“Tt seems to me like coming home because your new Commander, Comrade 
Brown, is a neighbor of mine, and I am very fond of him also. So I hope that this 
year you will have just such a splendid year as any you have had in the past. 
To Commander Comey I extend in particular the greetings of Corps 188 of Hop- 
kinton, for we have felt an interest in your having this office.” 

Commander: ‘‘ We have another lady here who I think is from Danvers, Mrs. 
Eliza Griffin.” 

Mrs. Griffin: ‘I am from Watertown now, but Mrs. Phipps has said that 
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Commander Comey came from her native town. Now, I was born in Capt. 
Comey’s adopted town, and have the great honor to be born in the town of Danvers 
where his home is now. And I know every member of our Post down in Danvers, 
and they are so friendly I can call them by their given names, because I have 
known them ever since I was a little girl and used to run away when the processions 
went by to see the soldiers marching. And I have sat at my mother’s side many 
times and cut leather as she bound boots for the soldiers of the Civil War. 

“And as I think of it nowadays I am happy that I am privileged to look into 
your faces, because I deem it a great honor. So I not only bring to you, Capt. 
Comey, my congratulations, but I bring to the newly elected Commander the 
congratulations of Middlesex County where Comrade Brown belongs.” [Applause.] 

Mrs. Emma Kean, Patriotic Instructor: “‘I can assure you all that today I feel 
that I have been honored beyond expression. When our Department President 
asked me to come with her to bring the greetings of the Corps I said there was 
no place, — not even to visit the President of the United States, — I would rather 
come to. [Applause.] 

“T too am the daughter of a soldier: my father belonged to Post No. 13 of 
Maysville, Kentucky, and if he knew I was here he would be proud also. I want 
to read you a few verses in honor of the Grand Army:

To save a tottering Union these men came hurrying down;

So, boys, tip your hat when you meet him, and honor the Grand Army man. 

His home and his fond ambition, and all that to him made life sweet, 

His love, his hope, and mission he laid at his country’s feet. 

His steps are going slower, in his face the wrinkles we scan, 

But prize him while we have him, and God bless the Grand Army man.” 
[Applause.] 


Mrs. Manning: ‘‘Comrades, I am very happy to be here this morning, and I 
am glad to endorse all the lovely things that have been said, and may God bless 
each and every one of you.” 

Officer of the Day: “Three ladies, — Past Presidents of the Daughters of 
Veterans, want to be admitted.” 

[This delegation is presented, consisting of Miss Perkins, Mrs. Libby, Past 
President, and Mrs. Dietz of Tent No. 1.] 

Miss Perkins: “‘Commander and Comrades in convention here assembled, I 
have a very pleasant mission to perform this morning. We have raised a small 
amount of money in our association to be presented to you, and although it is 
small we hope the Grand Army will accept it with the same feeling we have in 
giving it. We trust when it comes the time to remember you again it will be six 
times as much as today; so in behalf of the Presidents’ Association of Daughters 
of Veterans of the Civil War I proffer you this check.” 

Commander: “It is raining outside, and it seems to be raining money here. 
Comrades, I have in my hands a check for $60 given us on behalf of the Presidents’ 
“Association, and what shall I do with it?” 

Comrade Wetherbee: “I move that I get it, just the same.” 

Comrade Lincoln: ‘‘And I move a rising vote of thanks.” 

Mrs. Libby: ‘‘This is indeed a very pleasant duty, but I want to quote a little 
verse of poetry: 


No queen on her throne can be prouder than I with my sorrows and joys; 
For I am a Veteran’s daughter, and my daddy was one of the ‘Boys.’ ”’ 
[Applause.] 


Mrs. Dietz: “I am very much pleased to think I was called on to come to this 
gathering, and I hope that you will have a great many years before you to meet 
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and shave pleasant times; and that next year will be an exceedingly successful 
one.” [Applause.] 

Miss Perkins: “The most important thing I wanted to tell the Comrades was 
that I am the granddaughter of Col. John Farley, who is still with us 83 years of 
age his last birthday, and we hope he will be with us a great many years more. 
I feel sure that many Comrades here know him.” 

(The ladies depart.} 

. Comrade Howes of Post 8: “‘We all ought to be joyful, ought we not? Just 
think what a fire a little matter kindleth! It came a little late, but it is all right 
just the same. 
“And, Commander, I want to renew the motion that I made. Massachusetts 

has started something this morning in this per capita tax business, and I want 
to renew the motion that this Encampment instruct its delegates to the National 
Convention at Des Moines to present if necessary, but at all events to favor 
everything along the line of abolishing forever the per capita tax — at least, on 
Comrades who have been mustered out.” 

Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: ‘‘ They cannot do it now because without 
definite information as to how many Comrades we have in a Department the 
Ist of July. If you want to put them to work getting out another set of reports 
in the middle of the year, just for the sake of saving $3 or $4, — five cents on per- 
haps 200 members who have died, and waste your time, why, go ahead.” 

Comrade Howes: ‘‘I did not make this motion retroactive. I did not expect it 
to apply to years gone by. I think that, in the wisdom of the National Encamp- 
ment, when it is presented to them, they can evolve something that for the future 
may eliminate the payment of the per capita tax in Posts, as I have said, on com- 
rades who have been mustered out.” 

A Comrade: “‘Is the question before the house on the per capita tax?” 

Commander: ‘‘There is no question before the meeting now.” 

Comrade Wetherbee: ‘I think I can make that plain if you do not understand 
it now. From this time henceforth the Posts of the Massachusetts Department 
“i be will not be called upon to pay one single cent of per capita tax. Is that 
plain?

Past Commander Morrill: ‘‘As Chief of Staff I fully appreciate the honor that 
has been conferred upon me. Mr. Commander, it has been a pleasure to associate 
with you and the members of the Staff the past year, and, following the custom 
of my predecessors, and knowing the high esteem in which you are held by the 
members of the Staff, we make this testimonial of our appreciation of the honor 
conferred by you upon them. And as you retire from this high office may you for 
years to come enjoy a high degree of health, honor and happiness.” 

Commander: “‘I thank you, ‘and I thank you all for your kindness during the 
past year. I was not well posted in the duties of the position, and have not a 
good voice, but you have been patient with me and my failings, and as long as 
I live I shall be grateful to you.” 

Comrade Roswell C. Powers of Post 116: ‘‘I would like to state to the Encamp- 
ment that the Worcester County convention will be held on the 16th, and I have 
been instructed to invite every Comrade, the Commander, Assistant Adjutant- 
General Wetherbee and all the rest to come and help us make the Worcester 
County Convention the best we ever had. There has been a change in the meeting- 
place, and it will be in Risley Hall.’ .

The occasion of the annual banquet in Kinsley Hall took on its customary 
features. At the head table were seated Commander Henry N. Comey, pre- 
siding, and at his right Dr. John Gilbert, Past Commander George A. Hosley, 
William S. Youngman, Esq., State Treasurer, and National Senior Vice-Com- 
mander-in-Chief Oscar A. Janes of Highland Park, Michigan.

Alvan T. Fuller in person, Capt. Frank L. Nagle of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Co., Edwin C. Irelan, Commander-in-Chief [national] Sons 
of Union Veterans, Richard R. Flynn, Commissioner of State Aid and Pensions, 
and Commander-elect William E. Brown. 

Commander: ‘‘Past Commander Ham, will you invoke the divine blessing?”’ 

Comrade Ham: ‘‘Our Heavenly Father, we thank Thee for the love that Thou 
hast given us for each other. We thank Thee for the fraternity that there is 
in the Grand Army of the Republic. We thank Thee that our lives have been 
devoted for the benefit and helpfulness of those that shall come after us. 

“Give us grace and wisdom as we stand upon the shores of time to look across 
to the Happier Land beyond; may we feel a joy in our hearts that we have a 
possession where sin or sorrow never come. 

“And may the remainder of our lives here be a season of joy as long as we are 
spared. Heavenly Father, bless this food and dedicate all our lives to Thy serv- 
ice, for Jesus’ sake, Amen.” 

Commander Comey: “We are all ‘set’ now for a good old Camp Fire. The 
Governor is here; his friends are here, and the Grand Army is here. Perhaps I 
might introduce myself. | 
“Sixty-four years ago last May I was offered over here at Camp Andrew in 
West Roxbury the warrant of a corporal, and I would not take it because I thought 
I was not competent. The past year I have commanded this magnificent body 
of men, and why should I not be ‘chesty’ and proud? I cannot help it. 

“You will now listen to Gov. Fuller who will speak to you for the Common- 
wealth.” [All arose and gave rousing cheers and applause.] 

Governor Fuller: ‘‘Mr. Commander, Mr. National Commander, State Treasurer, 
the representative of the Mayor of Boston and of various organizations, all of 
whom you know as intimately as I do— and the present members of the G. A. R. 
It is a very great privilege that is mine to come here to bring to you the greetings 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

tis embarrassing to receive your cordial reception this afternoon because it 
is so little merited, in the first instance, from you. In fact, I know of no one body 
of men in this country who can quite merit the rising endorsement of this great 
organization. Let me express it another way. We come here to honor you and 
express the gratitude of our citizens once and for all for what you have done; 
and that you may not be confused let me say that from the days of 1861 to ’65, 
when you served under Lincoln and Grant, we have grown to be the mightiest 
nation of the earth, and I can well understand how it can be said that it was 
because of what you did in ’61 to ’65 that that was made possible. 

“T have heard the story told that a peasant in darkest Russia was visited by 
an American citizen there who found on the wall of his hut a picture of Abraham 
Lincoln. Now, that peasant did not know Lincoln but he knew of the spirit of 
liberty for which he stood. So I think we have in America a government which 
is the hope of liberty-loving peoples everywhere. 

“My proudest possession and boast is the fact that I am the son of a veteran 
of the Civil War. [Applause.] 

“We have heard it said of the former days before we civilized the Indians that 
our Pilgrim Fathers came over here and fell upon their knees — and then fell 
upon the Indians. Before that time there was an Indian chief who tested out the 
prowess of his braves by giving them a physical endurance test; and the story goes 
that he called four braves to his tent and said to them, — ‘I want you to traverse 
the plain and up the mountain side, and report to me at sundown.’ 

“Later in the afternoon the first one came back, and he says: ‘I ran across 
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the plain and up the base of the mountain, and I have brought back this sprig 
of spruce as evidence of my going.’ The second returned and said, — ‘I ran 
across the plain and part of the way up the mountain side, and have brought 
as evidence this sprig of pine.’ Later still a third brave came back and said he 
had run across the plain and up the mountain, and he brought to his chief as 
evidence of the height to which he had attained an Alpine flower. Still later, as 
the sun was sinking in the West, the fourth brave returned, with his moccasins 
torn and his feet bleeding, and he says: ‘I ran across the plain and up the mountain 
side above the pine and spruce trees, and where no Alpine flowers grow, where 
there is nothing but snow and ice; but I saw the sea.’ 

“So I think that you men of the Grand Ar my of the Republic are men of vision, 
to whom we must look for inspiration and guidance for the future; and I would 
we might write in the heavens the record of our gratitude for all you have done, 
and as an inspiration to on-coming youth for what they should do and dare!” 
[Great applause. | 

Commander Comey: ‘Yesterday just before we closed the session His Honor 
the Mayor of Boston called at the old Cradle of Liberty to bid us welcome; and 
he came in with a bright smile saying: ‘As I approached your outpost they. told 
me there was a fight going on, and I said — then this is the place for me.’ 

“T take it that the Mayor has had some contests thus far in his administration 
and there will be more to follow. However, we were glad to greet him then and 
we have his representative here today, Major Charles D. Harding, the new Street 
Commissioner, who will now address you.”’ [Applause for the speaker. ] 

Major Harding: ‘‘Commander, Your Excellency, and invited guests and Com- 
rades of the Grand Army, I regret exceedingly that that splendid man, the Mayor 
of Boston, is not here again to greet you. I know he is interested in the G. A. R. 
because I believe that members of his family are also comrades. 

“T like to feel that I too am a part of the Grand Army of the Republic, because, 
like His Excellency the Governor, I am a member of the Sons of Union Veterans. 
[Applause. ] 

‘““As the representative of the City of Boston I want to say to the dontedee 
of the G. A. R. that they have been an inspiration to the people of America and 
to the citizens of Boston for half a century. I can recall that the first soldiers 
I knew were soldiers of the Civil War. I can recall vividly going to the cemetery 
with my mother on Memorial Day and decorating the grave of my grandfather. 

“Those inspirations have come down through the years and have put their 
stamp on the Spanish War; they have had their effect on the World War, where 
4,000,000 volunteered and were a part of it without a disturbance or objection © 
in the whole country. That is one of the inspirations that have been brought 
down to us and carried along by the veterans of the Civil War and their kindred 
organizations. 

‘‘As representing this city I would say that it is a part of the history of Boston 
that in the Revolutionary War at Lexington and Concord and Boston was sounded 
the death knell of monarchical tyranny. And so down to the Civil War it was in 
Boston that the Abolitionists demanded that slavery be abolished, and that 
equality be given to all men. And so in response to that — having stirred the 
fire — when Abraham Lincoln called for volunteers it was a Massachusetts regi- 
ment that first answered the call, armed and equipped, and was stoned in Baltimore. 

‘“And so Massachusetts and the Union army contributed on every battlefield 
to the success and to the end that all men were made free because they were 
created equal. And so Massachusetts, conspicuous for many years among the — 
other states, gave and enforced equality to the black man, — enforced it because 
of this organization, the G. A. R., who demanded that the rights they had fought 

‘for should be distributed to all. 

“Boston owes a great deal to the Grand Army. In the Spanish War, may I 
remind you, it was the Massachusetts Naval Brigade, armed and equipped, that 
first responded to the government’s call at the Philadelphia Navy Yard. And 
in the World War, because of the inspiration of your organization, the first com- 
plete fighting division that landed on the shores of France, our 26th. Division of 
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the Massachusetts National Guard, started from Boston, and every man in it 
was a volunteer. 

“Two years ago Boston entertained the Comrades of the national G. A. R. 
and it was glad to do so. You can all recall how the citizenry turned out and 
gave you a reception that was an honor and was due to you, because of your 
citizenship, because Boston ‘today stands as the first city in the quality of its 
education for all, prominent among the cities for the alleviation of suffering of 
those who cannot take care of themselves; the first city to have the free public 
school, and to continue it with higher institutions of learning. 

“Gentlemen, Boston owes a great deal to you, and will ever be grateful for what 
you have done, and as the representative of Mayor Nichols I pledge to you, my 
fellow citizens, a fine administration which has in mind the welfare of all the 
people and which purposes to carry out the ideals for which you men fought and 
made it possible for us to possess.”’ [Uproarious applause.] 

Commander Comey: “One year ago Dr. Arensberg, who was then our com- 
mander-in-chief, sat on this platform, and when we compared notes I found we 
were in the same battle very early in 1862 in which ‘Stonewall’ Jackson was 
defeated. The first man I saw killed belonged to the Hampton Independent 
Battery. We passed through that battle in a charge on Jackson, and it brought 
our hearts together to think that we fought together. 

“It is true we thought the officers were too far beyond us, but after we had 
had one or two battles the men’s hearts were in unison with the officers, and 
afterwards ready to respond to their discipline. 

“Now, then, we are favored today with an old comrade of the Army of the 
Potomac. He was in Little Round Top when Gen. Hancock said ‘We have got 
to have five minutes.’ And he sent in the Ist Mass. Infantry and Bigelow’s 9th 
Battery, and 82% of that Ist Mass. was taken, and Bigelow’s 9th Battery had 
been there but a few minutes when all the horses were killed. Hancock was asked 
if he knew the mortality would be so great. ‘Yes,’ he said. ‘If it had taken 
every man I had, IJ had to have five minutes.’ 

“So I feel honored in presenting to you Col. Oscar A. Janes of the 4th Michigan, 
a celebrated regiment. Perhaps he will tell you that he was brigaded with the 
equally famous 9th regiment of Boston. I present Col. Janes of Detroit as repre- 
senting the absent Commander-in-Chief today.”’ [AI] rise and give the Colonel 
a rousing reception.| 

Col. Oscar A. Janes: ‘‘Department Commander, His Excellency the Governor 
of Massachusetts, the major who represents the Mayor of Boston, and on my 
right a Spanish War veteran and a World War veteran to whom the people of 
Massachusetts have entrusted the responsibilities of its State Treasury — all the 
other distinguished guests and you, Comrades of the G. A. R. | 

“T talked to you yesterday, and I don’t know that I can say anything new to 
interest you; but, as the Governor said about us old fellows, when we get together 
there is an inspiration that leads us to ‘carry on,’ and try to impress upon those 
we are to leave behind the necessity of carrying on the work we have accom- 
plished in saving this nation from disruption, and in maintaining the influence 
of the old flag which represented this nation under Washington and his peers 
during the Revolutionary struggle. 

“T told you that I have a very kindly feeling for the great Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts because there is blood in my veins that flowed from one of 
Massachusetts yeomanry during the War of the Revolution. My great, great 
grandfather served from Massachusetts in that struggle for freedom and inde- 
pendence, and that was one of the inspirations that made me act when the flag 
was fired upon at Sumter, and when troops were called for to defend the Union, — 
to defend the Union, not to abolish slavery; the Union had been attacked, its 
property had been seized, and we would have been cowards to submit to an enemy 
trying to destroy the Union of Washington and those who aided him so success- 
fully in establishing it. 

“So I went into the Service and did the best I could, leaving a part of my body 
in the entrenchments before Petersburg in 764, and that blood which flowed into 
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my veins was transmitted to my son who of the two years in the World War 


spent one year in France in the artillery, and returned safe. So you see I came 
from a sort of fighting family. [Applause.] And I am going to continue to fight 
for good government and for the rights of the people, for the maintenance of this 
Union, and for the perpetuity of the nation, until I am called to my comrades 
on the other Shore. ~ 

‘And you too — we leave it to the Governor, as he said he was the son of a 
veteran. We leave it to the Sons of Union Veterans; we leave it to the Spanish 
War Veterans — to the World War Veterans younger than we are, to perpetuate 
that government we saved and made one of the principal nations of the world, 
toward which all the world looks for guidance — and for existence! 


“You know it used to be said that when we old relics of the Rebellion get to- 


gether we tell a great many stories, and those younger listening to us say ‘What 
great liars they are.’ And that suggests a story of the colored man who settled 
in a community after the War, and he told that little community how he ‘knew’ 
Lincoln. ‘Oh, I knew Lincoln well; I used to black his boots, and used to wait 
upon him.’ The people of that little hamlet felt highly honored because there 
was a man — even a colored man — who knew Abraham Lincoln. And so one 
day there was a gentleman there visiting, and they told him about this colored 
fellow who knew Lincoln, and he said he would like to talk with him, and maybe 
could get from him some ‘of the stories Abraham Lincoln used to tell. 

‘““So the colored man was brought in and questioned as follows: I understand 
you knew Abraham Lincoln when he was President of the United States? A. No, 
sir. Q. Why, they tell me you said you served as his servant that blacked his 
boots? A. No, sir —no, sir. Q. Why? — how is that? They say you told it 
all around here? A. Well, sar, — well, sar —I—I—TI thought I knew Mr. 
Lincoln until I got religion, and I don’t remember him any mo’.’ [Laughter.] 
I don’t know, Governor, as we have got religion yet. 

““And so when we hear these Boys telling you.their experiences put it down 


as true, because the half has never been told of the incidents, the sacrifices, the 


struggles, the homesickness, that were suffered during that great trial for the 
maintenance of our nation. The Spanish and World War boys — we know 
something of how they felt; they wanted to get home. We did, too, but were 
determined not to unless invalided until the nation was saved; and it was that 
determination in our hearts and in our minds and in our souls, backed up by the 
loyal element of the North which had furnished the finances to send the men to 
fill our ranks, that we carried on and carried on until at Appomattox under that 
great leader of our forces, the humanitarian general Ulysses 8. Grant [applause] 
who accorded to the enemy what no victorious general ever did before, from the 
time the sun first shone on the earth — by simply saying, — ‘Go home. Take 
your horses with you to cultivate your lands. Go home and be loyal citizens, 
and you won’t be troubled any further.’ Wasn’t that an example of a great 
humanitarian principle? 

‘‘And so that has been the way with the survivors of the great Civil War. We 
simply said to our opponents on the other side, — ‘‘ We have beaten you and have 
saved the nation — saved the flag, and its influence will be extended to you, and 
the opportunity given to rise in the world and in the estimation of all the nations.” 
And those old Confederates said, — ‘We thought we were right.’ ‘Yes, and you 
all fought well for it; we have nothing to say against that, but we had to hang on 
until Gen. Lee surrendered, and you must be governed by that.’ 

‘“‘As I have said to you, — it is for the coming generations to deserve what we 
made such a great sacrifice for. Keep the starry emblem afloat; do not let it 
ever be supplanted by any other flag. Don’t let Bolshevism, communism or 
radicalism, with the red flag of destruction, ever appear on your streets. Smite 
it down — and the one who tries to hold it, — send to State’s prison or banish 
in some way. 

‘Now, I won’t take any more of your time. I think this is the ninth speech 
I have made since yesterday noon under Major Hosley, because he is such a 
hustler to take one from this place to that, and simply says ‘You have got to do 
it,’ and he tired me out last night. However, I went to your dance and witnessed 
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the very fine appearance of the military event; then to the hotel where I got a 
good night’s rest so that this morning I was keyed up and ready for another night, 
for tomorrow I have got to go to Concord, New Hampshire, to represent the 
Commander-in-Chief. 

“My only regret is that the Commander-in-Chief is not here to express to you 
his sincere regard for this great Commonwealth of Massachusetts; but inasmuch 
as illness prevented his coming, I am awfully glad he detailed me to take his place, 
because I have enjoyed every minute. [Applause.] I don’t know how it has been 
with you. 

“T have been to every national encampment Boston has held all these years, 
and we have all received a royal welcome from Boston and the Cradle of 
Liberty; she surely appreciates the men who saved the nation that she shed her 
blood to establish. I recall the fact that it was right in Boston the first 
blood was spilled for independence, and in Baltimore the first blood was shed 
in the 6th Mass. when going to defend that Union; and it is recorded in history 
what Boston did in the World War, so remarkable that you are entitled to all 
the credit that may be uttered for their great services. Therefore I say that 
Massachusetts stands as the most patriotic State in the whole Union. [Applause.] 
Because of the inspiration that your people received through the labors of those 
who first established the government it will, I trust, be saved for all time. 

“*Carry on’ then, Boys, as long as you live! These others ‘carry on’ and main- 
tain this nation! With not a blur upon its flag, ever the emblem of liberty to 
all the world, for whoever may come beneath its folds.” [Great applause. All 
rise and accord the Governor a great ovation when he leaves the Hall.] 

Commander Comey: ‘We have at our table a gentleman who would grace any 
table anywhere, —a gentleman and a soldier, the son of a Union Veteran, a 
Spanish War and a World War veteran himself; and I take great pleasure in 
introducing to you our State Treasurer, William $8. Youngman, Esq.”’ 

William $8. Youngman: “Department Commander, Colonel. Janes, National 
Commander Irelan, Commander Nagle, my good old friend Charlie Harding 
(loyal to every friend that he ever had), and if the whole City Government was 
made up of men like him we would not worry about it on Beacon Hill but let 
Boston run herself. And Comrades of the G. A. R. —I want, first, to tell you 
what a pleasure it is for me to come here today. I was around with some of these 
gentlemen last night, and I hope to see some of them tonight. Recently recovered 
from the grippe, my wife thought I was being out too much, and when my secre- 
tary told me about a hearing today that ought positively to be held, something 
about tax appeals, etc., and said ‘You cannot attend the hearing and get into your 
_ uniform,’ I replied, — ‘Never mind the hearing; we will cut that out,’ because 
being the son of a veteran who served at Gettysburg I wanted to pay my deceased 
father’s comrades the honor — the fullest honor that I would give to the President 
of the United States, — to the very last one of you veterans of the Civil War. 
[Great applause.] I did not bother to put on any medal except the membership 
badge of the Sons of Union Veterans of the Civil War. [Renewed applause.] 
And I have, in addition to having the pleasure and honor of being elected an 
honorary member of my father’s old Post, Reno Post 64, a great personal debt 
that I owe to you Veterans — and to all veterans. 

“T happen to be the first veteran of any war elected by the voters at large in 
Massachusetts since the armistice in 1918, and I am one of only three veterans of 
any war elected in Massachusetts to a State office by the voters at large since 
the Spanish War, in which I served as a boy. 

“And speaking about ‘lying,’ — every once in awhile I get in a position where 
somebody says, — ‘Why, you are faking about the Spanish War, because you 
are not old enough to have been in that.’ But I was one of the youngest boys 
Teddy Roosevelt attracted into his regiment, and I sometimes answer in this 
way: ‘Remember, I am a Youngman by name.’ [Laughter.] 

“Anyway, I got over there, and while the Spanish War was a very short party 
compared with ‘’61 to ’65,’ the service in the tropics, the starvation and the 
‘embalmed beef’ and a few other features sent a good many of us home with 
something we did not have when we went in. 
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“Indeed, I think this is the real test of the soldier: —when he comes forward 
and enrolls himself under the articles of war to go wherever his commanding 
officer leads him, be he private, corporal or whatever he may be, he is a soldier 
and as such entitled to be recognized and honored throughout the rest of his 
life; because those of us who know the military game know this, that it is largely 
a matter of chance whether a man that enlists happens to get to a place where 
he can show distinguished courage, — it is largely a matter of chance. 

‘And, by the way, when I was campaigning for the Republican nomination for 
State Treasurer I had an interesting experience. You know that the statute 
allows a candidate who has offered his name all over the state — and I know 
there were many thousand people that never had heard of me — the right to put 
eight words opposite his name on the primary ballot; and I said in my eight words, 
— ‘Veteran of the Spanish and World Wars.’ 

‘“‘T was the only veteran who was a candidate, and my opponents went up to 
the Ballot Law Commission and asked them to strike that sentence off, because 
the law says you can only describe the office held under the government of the 
state or nation. And as I was only a ‘buck private’ from start to finish in the 
Spanish War, never even getting to be a corporal, I could not possibly be said 
to have held an office under the United States [laughter]. 

“Well, the Ballot Law Commission had lengthy hearings, and there was some — 
excitement about it. Gen. Edwards of the Y-D Div. came up there and backed 
up my contention; he said that any man who signs the roll and takes the oath 
to abide by the articles of war as a soldier of the United States certainly holds an 
office under the United States, even though he be only a private, — but he is 
holding a high office that may result in his death or permanent disability. 

‘The Ballot Law Commission decided that even though I had been only a 
private in the Spanish War, that I could not be deprived of the right to mention that 
fact; and confined to just the statement that I was a captain in the World War. 
Following that, veterans all over the state, and the enthusiastic women who so 
ably support these veteran organizations, passed the word around and I honestly 
feel that it was the boosting done by the veterans and their friends that won for 
me the nomination, — because it was true that I was not very well known. 

‘““Now, there is something further about the Veterans. In my Department 
I have special charge of all payments to Veterans on account of the State Bonus 
and the $10 a month allowance to dependents, etc., and I am fighting all the time 
for the Veterans and Sons; I am up there, and you can bet your life I will continue 
to fight for them. I don’t propose to ‘trim’ or ‘straddle’ any issue involved in 
the full recognition of the services of the Veterans of all the wars. 

[A voice: That is the stuff!] — 7 

“That is from the Commander of my local Post — Washburn No. 92 of Brighton. 

‘“‘ And there is another thing about the Veterans but little appreciated, — the 
enormous work that they are doing, and the enormous sacrifices they are making 
at ail times after the wars to keep on preaching the doctrine of patriotism, and 
to hold up these things so that the youth can see and understand. It is not 
simply the deeds of you men of the G. A. R., but it is the spirit that counts; the 
marvelous spirit that you have shown, and which you inculcated into the youth 
of 1898 when they turned out a hundred per cent as volunteers; in fact, there were 
thousands and tens of thousands of the boys of 98 under your inspiration that 
wanted to get into the Army and Navy who could not be accepted. 

“And again, in the World War, do you know what destroyed the German 
armies in France? It wasn’t the bullets; it was the collapse of their morale, and 
do you know what accomplished that? — It was the response of the young men 
of America. There wasn’t a ‘yep’ out of the Kaiser for settling that fight, ex- 
cept on his own terms, until America came in. And even then he concluded that 
the Americans were going to make some bad mistakes, for there were some made 
by generals in the battle of Bull Run and other places; and he said ‘What do the 
American troops amount to in comparison with my trained soldiers?’ 

“Well, we went along a little ways, and after they licked him on the Marne and 
at Chateau Thierry, and put him out at Soisson, until Gen. Ludenberg, speaking 
of one of the greatest Divisions in the German army, says ‘I have not found out 
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the reason for it yet, but they were annihilated, and I suspect it was done by the 
American Division of straight shooters.’ [Applause.] 

“And what was the climax of the thing that broke up the German morale? 
You will recall that we made an improvement over any military system they 
ever had in the World War — in our selected draft, — taking the boys by selection 
from age 18 to 21 we sent for our first 4,000,000 men an army of almost 100% 

outh. 

vf ““Now, you men who have bountifully had your lives lengthened so long realize 
what youth means; — an army for the first time in the World War probably — 
100% youth. And what did we do for good measure? Following that in 1918, 
before any negotiations were opened by the Germans for an armistice, 13,000,000 
American men, 45 or under, walked up to these draft boards and enrolled for 
military service; and when the Kaiser found that out he threw up his hands and 
engaged his passage for Holland. [Laughter.] 

“Before I close I want to say just one word in behalf of my old Colonel and 

very good friend whom I represented so many years here as counsel, — Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt. [Applause.] I want to tell you in a word or two an inside 
story about the Colonel. Few people knew that owing to a tropical fever he 
contracted on the Amazon he hovered at the brink of death for eleven months. 
A delicate operation saved his life, and as he lay on the operating table he signaled 
to his sister who was there that he wanted to speak to her. The surgeons hesi- 
tated, but the Colonel insisted, and what he whispered to her was this: ‘I am 
glad that it is I who am lying here probably dying and not one of my boys.’ He 
had over across in France at that very time all his sons, because he said, ‘If 
one of the boys goes he will be able to die for his country, and I can only die in 
bed.’ . 
“Before he died the news came to him that Quentin, his youngest son, had 
been killed in the air service, but the great dream he had of going Over There 
and finding a soldier’s grave himself was denied him; and so he could only sacri- 
fice his sons, two of them terribly wounded and one killed, and all of them ‘carried 
on,’ as Col. Janes has, with a strain of blood which has made our Yankee land so 
great. 

“Now, of all the things said about Roosevelt there is just one I desire to allude 
to, because it applies so well to you and all the veterans of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. Just a few lines that run like this: 


-*Great Soul, to all brave souls akin, 
Hero and bearer of the torch of truth, 
Have you not gone to muster in 
Those eager hosts of youth? — 

Flung outward on the battle’s tide 
They’ll meet in regions far; 

And you, in whom youth never died, 
Shall lead them as a star!’ 


“And on behalf of the Veterans of the Spanish War and World War Veterans, 
it is to you men of the Grand Army of the Republic, ‘in whom youth never died,’ 
we pledge our trust, — your spirits shall lead us as a star!’ [Vociferous applause.| 

' [At this stage three ladies add their presence to the occasion. | 

Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee: “Commander, I wish to introduce 
Mrs. Mary MacNeill, Department President of Auxiliaries of the Spanish War.’” 

Commander Comey: “I greet you in the name of the Department of Massa- 
chusetts and thank you for the kindness of your coming.” 

Mrs. MacNeill: ‘Mrs. Isaacs, Senior Vice, and Mrs. Whitcomb, Treasurer, are 
with me, and on behalf of our Department we wish to present to you this little 
token of the love we hold for each and every one of you, it being the expression 
of 3,000 women in the Auxiliaries of the Spanish War Veterans.” 

Commander Comey: “‘ Now, we have a representative from below the Mason- 
Dixon Line, who has to be in another place and I will present him now, — Edwin 
C. Irelan, Commander-in-Chief of Sons of Union Veterans of the Civil War, 
from Baltimore, Md.” 
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Commander Irelan: ‘‘Commander-in-Chief, Senior Vice, and my father’s Com- 
rades, as well as our own parent organization, I am scheduled to speak to another 
meeting within the next five minutes, and consequently can only bring to you the 
greetings of between 50,000 and 60,000 members of organizations you brought 
into existence at Appomattox. 

“T want to say to you that my organization through me sends you that heart- 
beat of loyalty — that degree of devotion for the 600,000 who were willing to 
give so much to this nation, and to emulate those great principles of brotherhood 
that you men displayed on the field of battle and on the high seas when fighting 
under Abraham Lincoln. 

‘“‘T am sorry I cannot spend more time with you. It is an inspiration to look 
into your faces, and as I travel from shore to shore in behalf of my organization 
I shall carry along and back the word, and tell my own city and State of the 
grand reception you have given me in this greatest commonwealth of any in our 
great country. It certainly is a contrast to the reception given to the 6th Massa- 
chusetts Regiment in Baltimore where I was born. [Laughter and applause.] 

“T thank you for the inspiration you give my organization by your loyal support 
and by your words of encouragement. I feel that when you shall say to us — 
‘Command of us some definite work, some concrete effort of appreciation for the 
heritage left us by our fathers,’ you will find us as ready to answer your call as 
you men were able to answer Abraham Lincoln’s call. I trust that when that 
call comes, my order can say to you, — ‘Members of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, we are coming 5,000,000 strong!’ ’”’ [Applause.] 

Commander Comey: ‘‘Comrades, there was a time in my experience when we 
had a Major and four sons members of the Loyal Legion, and we were immensely 
proud of the fact. Today we have one of those sons here as Commander of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery, — Comrade Nagle.”’ 

Capt. Frank L. Nagle: ‘‘Mr. Toastmaster, Commander-in-Chief, State Com- 
mander and Comrades, this is a very unexpected privilege, but the honor is so 
great I am not going to apologize at all for not having prepared a speech. — | 

“As commander of the oldest military company in the country, founded in 
1638, I bring to you our greetings and love, and I want to add that if there is 
anything we can do for the G. A. R. while I am commander, just command us, 
that is all. 

““T am going to be brief today because we have a meeting that I have to attend. 
Some of the previous speakers, and some are Daniel Websters, but they are all 
privates in the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Co. — His Excellency the Mayor 
and Captain Youngman and Street Commissioner Harding. When we find 
they can talk we make them privates; but when it is found they cannot talk but 
can work we make them Commander, and that is why I am Commander. They 
have nothing on me. _ [Laughter.] 

“T too am the son of a veteran of the Civil War, a son of old General Nagle 
of the Pennsylvania 9th Army Corps, for I am a Pennsylvania Dutchman by birth 
and a Yankee by adoption; and when the Colonel spoke of Petersburg it brought 
something back to me, for it was my father’s regiment that dug the mine. 

“‘T was born too late for the Civil War, but my father went to represent us, 
and through that war we lost a good, kind father. And when the late war broke 
upon us I was too old to enlist. My good friend Captain Comey got his intro- 
dluction a little mixed, for I was the man that had the four sons, and I thank God 
every one went. And they came back with commissions, and it was my privilege 
‘to put them in the Loyal Legion the other night, and my privilege to make them 
members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Co. 

‘Comrades, anything I can do for the Grand Army I beg of you to command.” 
[Applause.] 

Commander Comey: “‘We have another representative of this Commonwealth 
whom we always like to hear, so I am going to introduce to you for the next speaker 
the Commissioner of State Aid and Pensions, Hon. Richard R. Flynn.” 

Commissioner Flynn: ‘‘Commander, Commander-in-Chief, my old friend George 
Hosley, and all you Comrades. I have been reading the newspapers this morning, 
and I was very optimistic with reference to your Pension Bill until I read that you 
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were somewhat discouraged about the progress of pension legislation. But I 
want to tell you that I do not feel quite as the paper reports; I am very optimistic 
in the matter of the outcome of your $72 increase of pension. 

“In my work, day in and day out, in the prosecuting of pension claims, when- 
ever you Comrades come to me for ‘advice as to the possibility of getting your 
pension increased to $72 a month, it is very difficult for any commissioner or any 
Comrade to be able to tell you about your physical condition. But I will state, 
however, that today as your U.S. Pension Commissioner, you have a Spanish War 
Veteran, whose heart is big, and he has cut out all the red tape that has heretofore 
made it rather difficult, and sometimes impossible, to prove your pension claims. 

“‘And my suggestion here this afternoon is, —if you are in doubt as to your 
_ physical condition, and want to have your pension increased to $72 a month, 
you know my name and where my office is located and if you cannot come there 
write to me, and I will give you the best service I can. JI am not discouraged at 
all. . Today, a short time before I left to come here, seven claims came through 
allowing $72 a month to Civil War Veterans; and in the past year it has been my 
good fortune successfully to prosecute 333 claims for Civil War Veterans. So, 
Comrades, do not go home discouraged. Look upward. There are good times 
coming. I cannot for a moment think that the Congress of the United States 
will desert you at this time in your lives. 

“Mr. Commander, you have spoken of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
and its great achievements. There is one thing it has done that is worth remem- 
bering. The Commonwealth of Massachusetts, since the Civil War, has paid 
out $85,000,000 in state military aid and for the upkeep of Soldiers’ Homes. 
And in addition, cities and towns have given honorable relief — soldiers’ relief — 
$35,000,000; — a grand total of $120,000,000 that Massachusetts has contributed 
not in charity, but as bonus and dues to veterans and dependents of all our wars. 

“And I am going to give the representative of the Commander-in-Chief my 
last annual report, and am sure, after he reads it, he will know better than I can 
tell him how we feel towards the Grand Army of the Republic. 

“But, Comrades, let me say again, —if you are in doubt as to your status 
under the law, put the matter up to the Pension Department and let them decide. 
This advice has been followed in many cases with profit. Next to that of my 
father, mother and wife, I appreciate the love of Comrades of the Civil War. 
Up to a few years ago your Comrade Wilfred Wetherbee was my Deputy Com- 
missioner; he has retired, but is still a member of my office force, because between 
Department Headquarters and my office there is a straight line where we both 
help each other. And Eugene Sanborn I love as I would my own father; and 
_ David King and Major Bicknell, my old chief, Geo. Hosley, and all your Depart- 
ment Commanders are my true friends and comrades. 

“T think possibly that that friendship has been increased by the fact that they 
realize that I want to give the best service I can to Comrades of the Civil War 
and their widows. 

“Just one word more: May everything i in the direction of good health, success 
and happiness be yours until we meet again.”’ [Great applause. | 

Commander Comey: ‘‘We have present with us the Surgeon General, Dr. 
John Gilbert of Fall River, who always has a pleasant message.’ 

Comrade John Gilbert: “Commander and Comrades, I want to say to you that 
if any of you feel that you have got to have this $72 a ‘month added to your pen- 
sion — make out a proper application, have your disability attested by your 
family physician, also having some one certify that you need help once in awhile, — 
not necessarily all the time, but at intervals between times. There are times 
when you can help yourself, ‘and there are times when you cannot help yourself; 
and when in that condition make a statement and have some one acquainted 
with you certify to it, — swear to it before a justice of the peace, and you will 
get the $72 extra. 

“T am only repeating the statement of Winfield Scott, made at Grand Rapids, 
Michigan, and all of you who heard that statement will verify what I say. There 


is no necessity of putting up an application and being sent to another Board for 
examination. 
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“Now, you understand that. For I want to say that when a man gets to be 
80 years of age it is almost an insult to him to send him to any Board for exam- 
ination, because we all know he is not able to earn a livelihood at that age. 

‘“‘T am speaking because I have been on the Pension Board of Examiners for 
the last fifteen or twenty years, and I am sent here and there to examine people 
at their homes. I went and examined a man over 90 years of age, and because 
he could go about the streets, and he could dress himself, and he could attend to 
himself, as disclosed in his answers, — why, he was turned down. He had to 
say that he wasn’t entitled to the $72 a month in order to comply with the law. 

“That was the law at that time, and it is the law now — to a certain extent. 
If you go before the Commissioners they have to make up their statement ac- 
cording to the published law; but if you remember, — at that camp fire in Grand 
Rapids that the Commissioner of Pensions, Winfield Scott, said that they had 
ruled a different way. I spoke to the Commissioner and to John McElroy per- 
sonally upon this matter, and they say you might require some one to attend you 
or assist you in dressing, or to accompany you on the street today or tomorrow; 
and if that is the case you can make it plain and clear in your statement, and there 
is no question but that you will get your increase. 

“Now, you don’t want to say, —I know from what President Coolidge says, 
etc., but that I know this, — that a Comrade in Taunton was feeling under the 
weather and felt that he ought to have that $72 a month. He would not go before 
the Board of Examiners, but his wife, a very talented and very able lady wrote 
a letter to Mrs. Coolidge, telling her the condition of her husband; and Mrs. 
Coolidge wrote her a very handsome letter stating she had handed the matter 
over to the President. And shortly after that there was sent directly from the 
President an application biank, and instructions telling how to make out that 
application, — as good as to say, — You make this application and you will get 
your money. 

“Now, Comrades, I want to tell you that there is no necessity of going before 
the Board of Examiners, as you can send there, and if you will make out a clear 
and plain statement, I have no question at all you will get your money. 

‘“We had but a very few men at our Post in Fall River who are obtaining this 
increase of pension, but after I came back from that Grand Rapids Encampment 
I made this statement and called their attention to the public statement of — 
Winfield Scott in the National Tribune, and it was there, word for word, what he 
_ said, and the first I knew one of our Comrades had an application made out for 
him, and he had it sworn to, and immediately, almost, he received the answer that 
his request had been granted. He never went before any Board; and as the result 
of his getting it another man, married only a short time, probably two years ago, 
made a statement, and he got it. They told another one who was very deaf and 
feels that he cannot attend the meetings; but he never thought of making applica- 
tion for the increase. Well, they told him, and he made application, and in less 
than two weeks he received a letter from Washington that the pension had been 
granted. So I am able to mention a number of cases of the same sort, and out 
of the 80 members we have there are now 20 getting $72 a month. [Applause.] 

“You may take it for granted if you make the experiment (if it is an experiment) 
that you will find Winfield Scott will live up to his word. He said at Grand 
Rapids, — you men are too proud to say that you want the $72 a month; too 
proud to make a statement of your condition. Now don’t be too proud to take 
advantage of this, so long as it has not passed the national House of Representa- 
tives and the Senate, and has not been signed by the President. Do as President 
Coolidge did with the Taunton comrade, — get an application — make it out 
properly, and there is no question you will get it. 

‘We don’t have men now coming from Civil War Veterans for examinations; 
they are principally Spanish War men, or the Philippines or the Boxer Rebellion — 
or from the regular service. We used to have Civil War Veterans coming, but we © 
don’t have them now; it is not necessary. So I want you to take this to heart 
and think it over. It is nothing to me whether you do or not, but it is for your 
interest. But let’s not go around with a grouch, saying that President Coolidge has 
no sympathy for the G. A. R. The first Harding veto saved the Coolidge veto, 
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because I believe it was smothered up with a lot of stuff that didn’t belong to it; 
but this G. A. R. pension bill is the one we should stick to. There is enough money 
now. I don’t know the number obtaining the $72 a month.” 

Senior Vice-Commander Janes: ‘46,000 out of 114,000.” 

Dr. Gilbert: ‘‘If that is the case why don’t you or I get it? Think of it. You 
can get it the same as they got it. And while it has not passed the House, and 
not gone before the President, if we can get it while alive it is our duty, for our- 
selves, our wives and children, to make ourselves more comfortable for the rest 
of our days. 

“Now, I hope everybody will, therefore, take an interest in the matter, file 
your applications, have them sworn to that you need assistance, get the family 
physician to make a sworn statement of your condition, and there is no question 
you will get a favorable answer.”’ [Applause.] 

Commander Comey: “‘The Commander-in-Chief’s representative has a word 
to say.” f 

Senior Vice-Commander Janes: ‘‘I cannot add anything to what the Surgeon 
General has said in regard to the position of the Commissioner of Pensions on 
the $72 a month. 

“The last report from the Commissioner was that there are 114,668 Civil War 
soldiers on the pension list. The G. A. R. bill asked for $72 with no discrimination. 
Many of you can get that $72; more than Dr. Gilbert has said, because the present 
Commissioner of Pensions is inclined to be very liberal in his construction of that 
law. And I have assisted many to get it. But we want the general pension law 
amended in accordance with the wishes of the Grand Army, and why? — Well, 
it may give you $72 a month if you are in a position to get it, but where are our 
widows left on $30 a month? — That law doesn’t apply to any widows, and accord- 
ing to the report of the Commissioner there are 220,000 widows drawing $25 
a month, and God knows they cannot live on that. We want the pension in- 
creased, and the pension bill passed, not only to take care of the survivors of the 
Civil War but their widows now left in destitute circumstances.” 

Commander Comey: ‘I will now introduce my successor, Commander-elect 
William F. Brown, and ask you to give to him the loyal support you have given 
me.” 

Commander-elect Brown: ‘‘Commander and Comrades of the Massachusetts 
Department, I thank you for what you have done for me; and you are to remember 
it has been said that.a Comrade is just as old as he feels, so I want every one of 
you on meeting a comrade to tell him he is a young man and should get out not 
only to the Post meetings but to our quarterly meetings of the county asso- 
ciations, and to have something ready and be active on every occasion. You 
are just as young as you feel, so feel young.” [Applause.] 

Past Commander Geo. Hosley: ‘‘Commander and Comrades, I didn’t intend 
to say anything here this afternoon. You have listened to enough from the 
excellent speakers who have preceded me; consequently I have nothing new to 
offer — except this: 

“Tt did look a little as if the old G. A. R. comrade was being made a ‘goat’ of 
out there at Washington. Possibly under conditions existing there and from the 
economical standpoint there may be a drawing in as to putting out the money to 
increase our pensions. But, again, as I look on the matter, it seems as if the point 
of economy was made wholly as against the veterans of the Civil War, because 
there have been things which to me did not look like points of economy, especially 
when Congressmen raised their salaries from $7,500 to $10,000. That looks as 
4 they were perfectly willing to vote for their own salaries — when we only asked 

or $22. 

“Then another point made and proved by the Administration and by the 
Secretary of War was the purchase of the Cape Cod Canal. Just because Perry 
Belmont of New York has got $12,000,000 sunk in it, and it is not a paying propo- 
sition, — it is very nice if you went into business and made a failure of it, and 
invested your money in the wrong stock — it would be mighty nice to have the 
United States Government make it good to you. But I don’t think it ever would. 
There is a matter of $20,000,000 invested. 
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“Then there is the matter of the Memorial Bridge thrown across the Potdniae 
in memory of you boys. That doesn’t fill your stomachs. The Comrades of 
Massachusetts don’t suffer so much, but any quantity out through the West don’t 
get State Aid. I am in a position to know how they are situated, by writing to 
thousands of them on account of being on the Staff, asking contributions for 
the Memorial. 

“One old fellow down in Kansas sent $2. He said he did want to go to Grand 
Rapids to meet Commander-in-Chief Arensberg, because he was in the same 
Company with him, and he hadn’t seen him since the Civil War; but that his 
wife was an invalid and he had to live on $50 and could not go. I sent him back 
his $2 in a registered letter, and told him he would better put that $2 on himself. 

“So I am getting letters like that from all over the country. Some of the 
wealthy ones can afford to send in a ten dollar bill; but most of them forward 
small contributions and say they would like to attend the National Encampment, 
but cannot afford to do it, as they may be laid up with rheumatism, or the dear 
wife is sick, or she has just been buried, and he cannot make the trip on $50 a 
month. Then the Government goes to work and expends another million dollars 
in building armored chasers and trying to enforce the Volstead Act (and not making 
a success of it) and it is money wasted; while just one more increase to the Veterans 
would perhaps take five or six millions, and be ever decreasing on account of the 
increasing mortality among the Old Boys.”’ [Applause.]
